Only the most extreme 
white racists have come under 
FBI scrutiny, but almost eviry 
prominent black leader in the 


country has an FBI dossier in 
his name.

MEMORANDUM OPINION AND ORDER 


These cases are before the court for approval of 
proposed settlements of plaintiffs' claims against the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation ("FBI"), the Justice Department, the 
Central Intelligence Agency ("CIA"), and certain individual 
defendants. There are two separate settlement agreements, one 
of which will be referred to as the FBI agreement and the other 
as the CIA agreement. The FBI agreement includes claims asserted 
against the FBI, United States Department of Justice, Attorney 
General, the Director of the FBI and two former employees of 


the FBI. The CIA agreement includes claims asserted against 


¢ 
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the CIA and its Director. In this opinion the defendants who 
are settling are sometimes referred to as the "settling 
defendants" or the "federal defendants." 

The court previously determined that the proposed 
settlements were within a range of possible settlement and 
directed that notice of a hearing On the proposed settlements 
be given to the plaintiff class. Notice was given and a hearing 
was held on February 13, 1981. Proposed findings of fact and 
conclusions of law were submitted by the prvwponents of the 
settlement; objections thereto were filed by certain objectors; 
and supplemental materials and proposed findings and conclusions 
were submitted to the court. The record was closed on June ll, 1981. 

The court has decided to approve the proposed settle- 
ments and adopt, with only minor akees the proponents ' 
proposed findings and conclusions. The proponents’ proposed 
fiddines and conclusions clearly and accurately state the 
relevant facts and legal principles and, in fact, were impossible 
to substantially improve. : 

Plaintiffs have now also entered into settlement 
agreements with the remaining defendants, principally the City 
of Chicago, the Secretary of Defense, and various former military 
intelligence personnel. A preliminary determination of fairness 


has been made and a hearing on the fairness of the proposed 


settlements is set for October Je, 1981.

FINDINGS OF FACT 


THE CASES 


Alliance to End Repression ("Alliance"), et al. v. 


City of Chicago, et al., No. 74 C 3268, was filed as a class 


action on November 13, 1974. American Civil Liberties Union 


("ACLU"), et al. v..City of Chicago, et al., No. 75 ¢€ 3295, 


was filed as a class action on October 3, 1975. 


PARTIES 


The 32 Alliance named plaintiffs, of whom 14 are 


Organizations and 18 are individuals, include churches, political 
groups, civil liberties organizations, and individual political 
community, and religious activists. 


Initial Alliance defendants included officials and 


employees -of the City of Chicas: and the Chicago Police Depart- 


ment. The City of Chicago was added as an Alliance defendant 


on November 19, 1979. 


On July 8, 1977, Alliance plaintiffs added as defendants, 


in their official capacities only, certain federal officials, 
including the Attorney General, the Director of the FBI, the 
Director of the CIA, and the Secretary of Defense. On January 28, 


1980, Alliance plaintiffs added as defendants the United States 


Department of Justice, the Federal Bureau of Investigation, and 


the Central Intelligence Agency.

_ The 24 ACLU named plaintiffs, of whom 10 are organiza- 

tions and 14 are individuals, include community groups, religious 

groups, civil rights and civil liberties groups, and individual 

community activists, lawyers, journalists and public officials. 
Initial ACLU defendants included the City of Chicago 

and various city officials, the Attorney General of the United 

ceates and various FBI officials, and the Secretary of Defense 

ani various former military personnel. 

On December 27, 1979, ACLU plaintiffs added as defendants 


the United States Department of Justice and the Federal Bureau 


of Investigation. 


JURISDICTION 


Jurisdiction in these cases is asserted on the basis 
of 28 U.S.C. §§ 1331 and 1343, 18 U.S.C. § 2520, and 5 U.S.C. 
§ 552a; and declaratory relief is sought pursuant to 28 U.S.C. 
§§ 2201 and 2202. 


CLAIMS 
Plaintiffs in both cases claim that the settling 
defendants have conducted surveillance of, and compiled dossiers 
on, their lawful political and other lawful activities; gathered 
information about plaintiffs by unlawful means, including 
warrantless wiretaps and Kekak>ins. unlawful use of infiltrators 
and informers, and by other unlawful means; disrupted and 


harassed plaintiffs' lawful activities; and further, that 
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defendants have also committed these alleged wrongs against 
members of the plaintiff classes, .all as part of a continuing 
course and pattern of alleged illegal conduct. 

Plaintiffs claim that this alleged conduct violates 
their rights under the First, Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, Eighth, 
Ninth and Fourteenth Amendments to the United States Constitu- 
tion, 42 U.S.C. § 1983, 18 U.S.C. §§ 2510-20, and 5 U.S.C. § 552a. 

The relief asked for on behalf of the named plaintiffs 
and plaintiff classes in both cases includes a declaration by 
the court that the conduct complained of is unconstitutional, 
and an injunction prohibiting the continuation of such conduct. 

No damages are sought on behalf of the plaintiff 
classes in either case. Certain of the named plaintiffs ask - 
for monetary damages against certain of the defendants. 

In both lawsuits the settling defendants denied all 
allegations of unlawful government intrusions. 

No findings of fact have been made by the Court 


relating to the allegations made against the settling defendants. 


HISTORY OF LITIGATION 


Both cases have been actively litigated and sharply 


contested throughout the years since they were filed.

MOTIONS TO DISMISS 


Federal defendants’ motion to dismiss in the Alliance 


case was denied November 15, 1977. Federal defendants' motion 


to strike portions of the Alliance plaintiffs’ Second Amended

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Complaint, adding federal agencies as defendants and alleging 
violations of the Privacy Act, 5 U.S.C. § 552a, was denied 
March 28, 1980. 

A motion to dismiss by the federal defendants in the 


ACLU case was denied May 26, 1976. 431 F.Supp. 25. 


CLASS CERTIFICATIONS 


On March 25, 1976, the Court certified the following 


two plaintiff classes in the Alliance case: 


(a) The plaintiff individuals. 

The class represented by plaintiff individuals consists 
of all residents of the City of Chicago, and all other persons 
who are physically present within the City of Chicago for regular 
Or irregular periods of time, who engage in or have engaged in 
lawful political, religious, ec.cational or social activities 
and who, as a result of these activities, have been within the 
last five years, are now, or hereafter may be, subjected to or 
threatened by alleged infiltration, physical or verbal coercion, 
photographic, electronic, or physical surveillance, summary 
punishment, harassment, or dossier collection, maintenance, 
and dissemination by defendants or their agents. 

(b) The plaintiff organizations. 

The class represented by plaintiff organizations 
consists of all organizations located or operating in the City 
of Chicago who engage in or have engaged in lawful political, 


religious, educational or social activities and who, as a result 
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of these activities, have been within the last five years, are 
now, Or hereafter may be, subjected to or threatened by alleged 
infiltration, physical or verbal coercion, photographic, 
electronic, or physical surveillance, summary punishment, harass- 
ment, or dossier collection, maintenance, and dissemination by 
defendants or their agents. 

On May 24, 1976, the Court certified the following two 
plaintiff classes in the AC™.U case: 

(a) The plaintiff individuals. 

The class represented by plaintiff individuals consists 
of all residents of the City of Chicago, and all other persons 
who are physically present within the City of Chicago for regular 
Or irregular periods of time, who engage in or have engaged in 
lawful political, religious, educational or social activities 
and who, as a result of these activities, have been, are now, 
or hereafter may be, subjected to or threatened by alleged 
infiltration, physical or verbal coercion, surveillance, or 
dossier collection, maintenance, and dissemination by defendants 
or their agents. 

(b) Plaintiff organizations.

The Alliance and ACLU cases were consolidated for 


discovery purposes on July 2, 1976, and both cases were consoli- 


daated for discovery purposes on December 8, 1976 with Chicago 


Lawyers' Committee for Civil Rights Under Law, Inc. v. City of 


Chicago, et al., No. 76 C 1982, which is not a class action, 


and which does not involve the federal defendants .or the proposed

DISCOVERY AGAINST FBI AND JUSTICE DEPARTMENT DEFENDANTS 


Many of plaintiffs' discovery requests were vigorously 
resisted by the FBI and Justice Department defendants throughout 
the litigation on numerous grounds, principally relevance, opposi- 
tion to class-wide discovery, burden and privileges including 
the informer's privilege and claims of "state secrets." E.g. 

75 F.R.D. 441 (June 7, 1977); 609 F.2d 277 (7th Cir. 1979), Slip 
opinion of April 11, 1980 (upon rehearing en banc, remanding in 


part for further consideration.) The defendants’ claim of 


ct The Chicago Lawyers' Committee case was settled earlier this 
year, at the same time the plaintiff classes in these cases 
entered into settlement agreements with the City of Chicago 
and all other defendants in this case who are not included 
in the FBI and CIA settlement agreements. 
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informer's privilege was litigated extensively, overruled twice 
(75 F.R.D. at 445-46; Mem. Op. and Order of March 13, 1979), 
reconsidered twice, and ultimately not resolved. The Court's 
Decision of April 18, 1980, ruled disclosure of informers "not 
yet appropriate" (p. 4) and suggested "exploring the settlement 
OF this i8sue." :{O. 7}. 

The Court's orders ultimately resulted in the production 
of massive discovery concerning FBI domestic intelligence activi- 
ties in Chicago. Throughout most of the period from mid-1977 
through late 1980, FBI files and documents were produced to 
plaintiffs at a rate substantially in excess of 1000 pages per 
week. Despite numerous deletions, mainly on the ground of the 
informer's privilege and "state secrets" privilege, these files 
cumulatively totalled several hundred thousand pages, and 
reflect.an extensive cross-section of FBI domestic intelligence 
activities in tnigaee during the period 1940 through 1980. They 
include: 

(a) All Chicaco Field Office and Headquarters 

files on all ACLU named plaintiffs, and on all but 


two Alliance named plaintiffs. (With respect to these 


two, all Chicago Field Office files concerning FBI 
activities since 1972 and 1974, respectively, were 
produced.) The Chicago Field Office files on ACLU 
named plaintiffs alone, counting only the period since 


January 1, 1966, amount to approximately 15,000 pages. 
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(6b) Every one-hundredth Chicago Field Office 
file opened in FBI file classifications "100" 
("subversive") and "157" ("extremist"), and in 11 other 
file classifications regarded by the FBI as "security- 
related," since January l, 1966. These include ap- 
proximately 143 "subversive" files, 103 "extremist" 
files, and 65 files in 9 additional file classifica- 
tions, including classifications 14 (sedition), 65 
(espionage) and 176 (anti-riot). 

(c) Every five-hundredth Chicago Field Office 
file opened in the same classifications prior to 
January 1, 1966. These include approximately 85 
"subversive" files, and approximately 36 files in the 
other classifications. 

(a) Approximately 75 additional files on class 
members designated by plaintiffs, including approximately 
25 organizations and 50 individuals. These include a 
broad cross-section of files on civil rights, anti- 
war, political and civic groups; labor unions; the 
women's liberation and gay liberation movements; and 
individual civic, community and political activists. 

(e) All or portions of the Chicago Field Office 
files on approximately 25 individuals whose "subversive" 
or “extremist” files were on a list of investigations 
purportedly closed pursuant to FBI directives imple- 
menting the 1976 Attorney General's Guidelines for 


< 


Domestic Security Investigations. 
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(f) The Chicago Field Office informant files, 
totalling several thousand pages, with virtually no 
deletions, on four FBI domestic security informants 
identified by plaintiffs, whose periods of principal 
activity for the FBI covered, respectively, 1966-69, 
1971-76, 1971-78 and 1975-1978. 

(g) The Chicago Field Office files on the 
COINTELPRO programs targeted at the Communist Party, 
Socialist Workers Party, “White Hate", "New Left”, and 
"Black Extremist" groups, as well as portions of 
Headquarters files on these programs. 

(h) ‘Voluminous Headquarters and Field Office 
files on FBI domestic intelligence policies and practices. 
These include manuals; handbooks; FBI "control" files 
incorporating policy documents relating to each file 
classification; "SAC letters" (periodic Headquarters 
instructions to the field); reports of FBI inspections 
of the Chicago Field Office and the Headquarters divisions 
and sections responsible for domestic security; files 
of policy documents relating to particular investigative 


techniques, such as “black bag jobs", electronic surveil- 


lance, informers, photographic surveillance, mail covers, 


mail opening, trash covers, obtaining tax records, and 
other techniques; policy files on dissemination and 
destruction of files; policy files on standards and 
procedures under the various Attorney General's Guide- 


lines and Executive Orders promulgated during 1976-1980; 
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files on indexing policies; FBI liaison files with 

other intelligence agencies, including the Chicago 
police, the military and the CIA; “COINTELPRO" policies; 
various statistics on the numbers of FBI investigations 
and informers in various categories, at both the Chicago 
and Headquarters levels; FBI budget information; public 
Statements and congressional testimony by FBI officials; 
various FBI indices, including the "Security Index"; 

and other policy documents. \ 

(1) FBI publications, evidencing dissemination of 
domestic security information (such as the "FBI Summary 
of Extremist Activities.") 

(j) Files on the authorization, continuation and 
Closing of specific domestic security wiretaps in Chicago. 

(k) FBI Interrogatory answers stating that Chicago 
Field Office files on the ACLU named plaintiffs since 
January 1, 1966, contain the names of 837 FBI informants, 
and a June 16, 1978 stipulation between ACLU plaintiffs 
and federal defendants, for all purposes in this litiga- 
tion, that none of these informants reported on any 
activities of the named plaintiffs which the federal 
defendants claim were unlawful, and that all of them 
provided information to the FBI concerning plaintiffs’ 


lawful activities, views or beliefs. 


(1) Other information in miscellaneous categories. 


Plaintiffs also obtained numerous interrogatory answers, 
and deposed numerous FBI agents and officials including case 
agents, field supervisors, the Special Agent in Charge of the 
Chicago Field Office, Headquarters officials in charge of 
domestic security investigations nationwide, and the second- 
ranking official in the FBI, as well as a Justice Department 
official responsible for overseeing FBI compliance with relevant 
Attorney General Guidelines. Relevant portions of FBI personnel 
files pertaining to many of the FBI deponents were aiso produced. 

On October 14, 1976, to protect the privacy of indi- 
viduals and organizations reported on by the FBI in these files, 


the Court entered a protective order limiting dissemination of 


information obtained in discovery. 75 F.R.D. 431. 


DISCOVERY AGAINST CIA 


AS part of pretrial discovery, plaintiffs received 
hundreds of pages of CIA documents including the following: 

(a) CIA documents concerning the CIA's relationship 
with the Chicago Police Department. 

(b) The CIA files on 30 of the 32 named plaintiffs. 
(The CIA had previously furnished named plaintiffs Socialist 
Workers Party and Young Socialist aittanse their CIA files in 


Socialist Workers Party v. Attorney General, 73 Civ. 316 (S.D.N.Y.).) 


(c) The CIA files on plaintiffs' counsel. 
During pretrial discovery, plaintiffs did not receive 
any documentation of CIA surveillance after 1973 of lawful First 


Amendment activity in Chicago. 
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OTHER INFORMATION 


In negotiating and deciding whether to enter into the 
proposed FEI settlement, plaintiffs have also had the benefit 
of extensive additional information concerning FBI and CIA 
domestic intelligence policies and practices, including FBI 
and CIA files obtained in other lawsuits and under the Freedom 
of Information Act, and numerous congressional hearings and

THE SETTLEMENT AGREEMENTS 


, The settlement agreements contain specific 
agreements witt respect to future CIA and FBI activities in 
Chicago. Because of the importance of these specific agree- 
ments, the Court has attached to this Memorandum Opinion and 
Order, as Exhibits A and B, respectively, copies of the relevant 


portions of the FBI agreement and the CIA agreement.

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The FBI settlement would terminate all claims that 


plaintiffs have asserted in these actions against the United 


States Department of Justice, the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 


tion, the Attorney General, the Director of the FBI, and two 
former employees of the FBI. The CIA agreement would terminate 
all claims plaintiffs have asserted against the CIA and its 
Director. 

The proposed settlements are the result of a negotiat- 
ing process described by counsel for both sides as arduous, 
adversary and lasting nearly a year, in which counsel for all 
named plaintiffs and for all settling defendants participated. 

Counsel for all parties agree that nearly every line 
and paragraph of the agreements, and in many cases individual 
words, are the product of intense negotiations, and that the 
agreements reflect compromise by all parties. 

| There is no evidence that the negotiations were other 
than adverse. On the contrary, the whole history of these law- 
suits is one of vigorous, hotly contested litigation. Significant 
discovery and trial preparation continued throughout the period 
of negotiations. At one point, late in the negotiations, an 
impasse between counsel was reached, but was resolved after a 
meeting between client representatives, attended also by ACLU 
plaintiffs' expert witnesses, Dr. Morton H. Halperin and Jerry 


J. Berman. 
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. The settlements were entered into after sufficient facts 
were developed, through discovery and otherwise, fairly to ap- 


prise all parties of the facts likely to be adduced at trial and 


to enable them fairly to assess the likely outcome of trial. 


Massive pretrial discovery was substantially complete, and 
pursuant to court order plaintiffs had completed and filed their 
Graft final pretrial materials. Late in 1980 the Court set the 
cases for trial in March of 1981. Although this trial date was 
stricken when the cases were reassigned to a newly-appointed 
judge, jt was clear that the cases would have been tried in 
1981 but for the proposed settlements. 

Counsel for the participating parties state that the 
agreements negotiated by them, in their considered opinion, are 
fair, reasonable and adequate. At the March 13, 1981 hearing 
on the settlement, the Court expressed high regard for the 
competence of counsel for the participating named plaintiffs. 
(Fr. Bt DP. Be 

The FBI agreement was approved by all ACLU named 


plaintiffs and by all Alliance named plaintiffs except two 


organizations (Socialist Workers Party and Young Socialist 
Alliance) and three individuals (Dennis Cunningham, Jeffrey 
Haas and G. Flint Taylor), all five of whom voluntarily dis- 
missed with prejudice their claims against the FBI and Depart- 
ment of Justice defendants on December 22, 1980. The two 
organizations did, however, reserve their claims against the 
FBI in certain other litigations. On February ll, 1981, two 


additional Alliance named plaintiffs (Young Workers Liberation 
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League and Jay Schaffner) also withdrew from the settlement and 
voluntarily dismissed with prejudice their claims against the 
FBI and Department of Justice defendants. 

The FBI agreement has also been approved by the FBI 
and by the United States Department of Justice, and has been 
personally approved by the present FBI Director, William Webster, 
and by senior officials of the Department of Justice, in their 
officia.s capacities. 

The CIA settlement has been approved by all named 
plaintiffs except for the Socialist Workers Party and the Young 
Socialist Alliance, both of which voluntarily dismissed with 
prejudice their claims asserted in this action against the CIA 
defendants, but without prejudice to their pending claims in 


SWP, et al. v. Attorney General, et al., No. 73 Civ. 3160 (TPG) 


(S.D.N.Y.). 

The CIA settlement has also been approved by the CIA 
and personally approved by appropriate officials of the CIA and 
senior officials of the Department of Justice, in their official 
Capacities. 

It is very likely that further litigation, absent the 
proposed settlements, would be extremely complex, lengthy and 


expensive. 


THE PRELIMINARY HEARING 


In December of 1980 the proponents of the settlements 


jointly moved to have the Court establish procedures for approval 
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of the settlements. On Decmeber 30, 1980, the Court held a 
preliminary hearing on the proposed settlements, after which it 
found in its Order of the same date that the proposed settle- 
ments were within the range of possible approval and that there 
was probable cause to notify members of the plaintiff classes of 
the proposed settlements pursuant to Rule 23 (e), Federal Rules 
of Civil Procedure, and to hold a fairness hearing. 

Prior to the preliminary hearing, the Court reviewed 
the settlement agreements and the proposed notice to class 
members, which had been filed with the Court on December 22, 
1980. 

At the preliminary hearing, the Court heard from 
counsel for the proponents of the settlements, all of whon, 
orally at the hearing and in their joint motions filed before- 
hand, urged approval of the proposed settlements. 

At the preliminary hearing the Court also heard from 


counsel for nonparticipating Alliance named plaintiffs, 


Socialist Workers Party and Young Socialist Alliance, concern- 
ing the reasons for their nonparticipation in the proposed FBI 


settlement. Prior to the hearing the Court had received in 


writing the views of Alliance named plaintiffs Cunningham, 

Haas, and Taylor, explaining why they had chosen not to partici- 
pate in the proposed FBI settlement. The preliminary hearing 
was stvendal on their behalf by an attorney from the same law 


office as these three plaintiffs, all of whom are attorneys. 
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: The Courts’ questions and suggestions at the hearing 
resulted in a number of changes in the parties' proposed form 
of notice to class members, including clarifications of the 
status of the litigation with respect to those defendants not 
joining in the settlements; the fact’ that no damage claims on 
behalf of plaintiff class members had been alleged in the cases, 
and accordingly none were affected by the proposed settlements; 
and a summary of the criticisms of the proposed settlements by 


the nonparticipating Alliance named plaintiffs. 


At the Court's suggestion, the wording of the summary 
of these criticisms was negotiated and agreed upon immediately 
following the preliminary hearing, by counsel for the proponents 


(ACLU named plaintiffs, Alliance named plaintiffs, and the 


federal defendants), counsel for the Socialist Workers Party 


and Young Socialist Alliance, =nd counsel for Alliance plain- 


tiffs Cunningham, Haas, and Taylor. 

Following the hearing, that same day, the Court found 
that the form of notice to class members, as thus amended 
(Appendix B hereto) was fair and adequate, directed that notice 
be given in a prescribed manner, and scheduled a fairness hearing 


for February 13, 1981. 
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NOTICE TO CLASS MEMBERS 


The Court ordered that individual notice by first- 
class mail be mailed not later than January 23, 1981 to all 


members of the plaintiff: classes who could be identified and 
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located through reasonable effort. The Court found that such 


reasonable effort included the following: 


(a) Individual notice by first-class mail to 
each organization located in the City of Chicago on 
which the FBI or CIA maintains or maintained an intel- 
ligence file which has been produced in whole or in 
part to plaintiffs during discovery in these actions; 

(b) Individual notice to all members of the 
organizations referred to in (a) above, to be ac- 
complished by requesting the officers or other 
responsible persons in the organization to notify 
the organization's members of the contents of the 
notice; and 

(c) Individual notice by first-class mail to 
all other plaintiff class members whose names and current 
addresses are known to plaintiffs. 


The Court also found that notice by publication was 


the most reasonable form of notice to those class members not 
notified pursuant to the provisions listed above, and ordered 

that such notice by publication be given not later than January 15, 
1981 on three consecutive days in two daily newspapers of general 


circulation in the Chicago metropolitan area. 


The Court ordered, and the mailed and published notices 


advised, that "la)ny person who believes that he or she is a 
member of any of the plaintiff classes, and any organization 


which believes itself to be a member of any of the plaintiff 
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classes, may appear at the hearing in person or through an 
attorney and present his, her, or its views on the proposed 
settlements," if they complied with certain minimal procedural 
requirements. 

The requirements established in the December 30, 1980 
Order regarding notice to class members were satisfied. Between 
January 8 and January 23, 1981, more than 69,000 notices were 
mailed by first class mail to persons and organizations in or 
possibly in the plaintiff classes. 

The notices to plaintiff class member organizations 
and to their mailing lists likely reached the great majority 
of individual plaintiff class members, because the overwhelming 
majority of such individuals were investigated or surveilled 
because of their affiliation with an organization. In a sampling, 
the Genéral Accounting Office found that approximately 92% of 
FBI Chicago Field Office domestic intelligence cases on indi- 
viduals were based on their affiliations with organizations 
suspected of being "subversive" or "extremist" by the FBI. 
(Report No. GGD-76-50,;- supra.) 

The total of approximately 69,000 notices is a satis- 


factory number in the circumstances of this settlement. While 


the total number of plaintiff class members cannot be specified 


with certainty, the FBI Chicago Field Office has opened approxi- 
mately 57,000 "subversive" files and approximately 11,000 
"extremist" files, for a total of approximately 68,000 persons 
in the FBI file classifications most relevant to the plaintiff 
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-At the hearing, in addition to oral presentations by 


counsel who Signed the settlement and by four representatives 


of the Alliance and ACLU named plaintiffs ‘speaking in favor of 
the proposed FBI settlement, the Court heard oral presentations 
from 23 persons, some of whom were counsel, and most of whom 
objected to or criticized the proposed FBI settlement. All 
persons who had satisfied the minimal procedural requirements 
specified in the Notice and who were present at the hearing 
were given an opportunity to be heard. 

Evidence introduced at the hearing included the 
testimony of two expert witnesses, Dr. Morton H. Halperin and 
Jerry J. Berman, called by ACLU plaintiffs in support of the 
FBI settlement; cross-examination of Dr. Halperin by one of 
the counsel for objecting class members; and voluminous docu- 
mentary exhibits offered by counsel for nonparticipating 


Alliance named plaintiffs Socialist Workers Party and Young 


Socialist Alliance. 

In addition, the Court received 26 written statements 
of views by persons and peiedtaetions who did not appear at the 
hearing, most expressing objections to or criticisms of the 
proposed FBI settlement; written statements by 23 additional 
persons adopting the written statement filed by nonparticipating 


Alliance plaintiffs Cunningham, Taylor and Haas; written notices 


by 23 additional persons stating their intention to appear at 


the fairness hearing, but who did not in fact appear; an affi- 


davit of Dr. Halperin summarizing his testimony; and stipulation: 
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of dismissal of claims against the FBI and Justice Department 
defendants, by the Communist Party, U.S.A., Young Workers 
Liberation League, Jay Schaffner, and National Lawyers Guild, 
all dated February 11, 1981; and by the Chicago Alliance Against 
Racist and Political Repression, dated February 12, 1981. 

The credentials presented by Dr. Halperin and Mr. Berman 
qualify them as expert witnesses in these cases on matters relat- 
ing to the impact on civil liberties and privacy of FBI and CIA 
domestic intelligence and national security investigative 
practices, and establish that their relevant writings, testi- 
mony before numerous congressional committees, and litigation 
efforts have been sharply critical of such practices and strongly 
Supportive of civil liberties. 

Both Dr. Halperin and Mr. Berman have followed the 
progress of these cases over a period of years; are generally 
familiar with the allegations and the evidence; have carefully 
studied the proposed settlements; reviewed prior drafts of the 
agreements and advised plaintiffs concerning them; and partici- 
pated in a meeting in which representatives of plaintiffs met 
with FBI and Justice Department officials in an effort to break 
an impasse in the negotiations. 

Both witnesses testified that in their opinion the 
proposed settlements are fair, reasonable and adecuate. For 
example, Dr. Halperin testified, “My opinion is that there is 
not the slightest doubt that this [FBI] settlement meets that 


standard; in my view goes substantially behond that." (Tr. at 7.) 
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Mr. Berman similarly testified, "My opinion is that it is a fair 
and adequate settlement, and that is a major step forward in 
control of the activity of a federal agency engaged in domestic 
security investigations which impinge on the First Amendment 
activity." (Tr. at 26-27.) 

The exhibits introduced at the hearing by the Socialist 
Workers Party and Young Socialist Alliance tend to support two 
basic allegations: 

(a) that the United States Department of Justice 

and the FBI, as defendants in the pending case of 


Socialist Workers Party, et al. v. The Attorney General, 


et al., 73 Civ. 3160 (TPG), S.D.N.Y., apparently assert 
that they are not prohibited by the Constitution and the 
laws from engaging in certain practices, including 
inbdeesealions based on lawful political activity, which 
‘are not permitted by the terms of the proposed FBI 
settlement in these Chicago cases; and 
(b) that the FBI allegedly continues currently to 

investigate and harass the Socialist Workers Party, 

' . Young Socialist Alliance, and their members, in a 


variety of ways (although the exhibits contain no 


evidence concerning such activities in Chicago). 
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The Socialist Workers Party and Young Socialist Alliance 
remain free to litigate any factual and legal issued presented 


by these claims in their pending New York litigation. The stipu- 


lation dismissing their claims against the FBI and Justice 
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Mr. Berman are "generally consistent" with federal defendants' 
interpretation; and also clarified federal defendants' under- 
standing on three particular points. Counsel for both ACLU 
plaintiffs and federal defendants then emphasized their joint 
position that what they have agreed to is the language of the 
settlement, recognizing that they would not necessarily agree 
on all possible questions of interpretation which might arise 
in abstract or hypothetical situations. In particular, ACLU 
plaintiffs" counsel stated that ACLU plaintiffs do not necessarily 
agree with the abstract applications that might be inferred or 
suggested from the government's letter. Counsel for objecting 
parties were then given ten days to respond to the government's 

letter. 

bn March 18, federal defendants filed a second letter, 
dated March 18, further clarifying one point in the March 12 
letter, and indicating that a basic purpose of that letter was 
to establish that their interpretation of certain language in 
the FBI agreement is the same as their interpretation of parallel 
language in the proposed legislative FBI Charter, as expressed 
in testimony and commentary. 

On March 23, 1981 and thereafter, further statements 


were filed by several objecting class members. The last set 


of objections, these to certain proposed supplementary proposed 


findings of fact and conclusions of law requested by the Court, 


was filed June ll, 1981. 
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CONCLUSIONS OF LAW 


This Court has jurisdiction of the subject matter 
of these cases, and of all parties. 28 U.S.C. §§ 1331 and 
1343; 18 U.S.C. § 2520} 3 U.d.C. §-_S3528. 

Rule 23(e) of the Federal Rules of Civil Procedure 
provides: 

"(e) Dismissal or Compromise. A class action 

shall not be dismissed or compromised without 

the approval of the court, and notice of the 

proposed dismissal or compromise shall be given 

to all members of the class in such manner as 

the court directs.” 

Rule 23(e) notice must sufficiently convey the re- 
quired information and afford reasonable time for interested 


persons to make their appearance with due regard for the 


practicalities and peculiarities of the casé. Air Line Stewards, 


et al. v. American Airlines, Inc:!, 455 F.2d 101, 108 (7th Cir. 


1972). 

Having reviewed the affidavits of plaintiffs’ counsel 
regarding the manner and extent of notice, and taking into ac- 
count the further information presented at the fairness hearing, 
the Court finds that notice was provided in a fair and adequate 
manner, consistent with the Court's order of December 30, 1980 
directing notice, with Rule 23(e), and with due process. 

Notice was also timely. The three class members 


raising the issue of timeliness were notified, respectively, 


at least 31, 29, and more than 30 days before the fairness 


hearing. In contrast, notice in Armstrong v. Board of School 


Directors, 616 F.2d 305 (7th Cir. 1980), the leading case in 


this Circuit on settlements of civil rights class actions, was 
mailed 12 days before the fairness hearing. 616 F.2d at 310; 
471 F.Supp. at 805. See also Airline Stewards, supra, 455 F.2d 


at 108 (three weeks' notice timely). 
There is an “overriding public interest in favor of 


settlement," especially in class actions. Armstrong, supra, 


616 F.2d at 312-13. By definition, a fair settlement need not 
satisfy every concern of the plaintiff class, but may fall any- 
where within a broad range of upper and lower limits. "[T]he 
essence of settlement is compromise .. .a solution somewhere 
between the two extremes." Id. at 315. 

The Court has a limited role in reviewing the settle- 
ment. 

Because settlement of a class action, like 

settlement of any litigation, is basically 

a bargained exchange between the litigants, 

the judiciary's role is properly limited to 

the minimum necessary to protect the interests 

of the class and the public. Judges should 

not substitute their own judgment as to optimal 

settlement terms for the judgment of the liti- 

gants and their counsel. Id. 

Moreover, the Court cannot “modify the terms of a 
settlement proposal; it can only accept or rejct the proposal 


as presented to it." Armstrong, supra, 471 F.Supp. at 804. 


This principle is especially important where, as here, virtually 
every line and paragraph of the settlement document, and in 
many instances individual words, are the end products of intense, 


adversary, and prolonged negotiations.

Each of these factors will be discussed. 


Factor l: Strength of Plaintiffs' Case 
vs. Amount Offered in Settlement 


This facto: is generally regarded as the most important. 
While it requires some consideration of the merits, the court 
must refrain from reaching conclusions on issues which have not 
been fully litigated. 

The gravamen of plaintiffs’ complaints against the CIA, 
FBI and the other settling defendants is a constitutional 
challenge to an alleged class-wide course and pattern of conduct 
consisting of three basic types of alleged CIA and FBI domestic 
intelligence practices: (a) investigations of persons and groups 
based on their lawful exercise of First Amendment rights, (b) dis- 
ruption and harassment of persons and groups engaged in the lawful 
exercise of First Amendment rights, and (c) the use against 
such persons and groups of investigative means which are overly 
intrusive, in violation of First and Fourth Amendment rights, 
or which are otherwise illegal. 

The relief sought on behalf of the plaintiff classes 


is essentially twofold: a declaration that such investigations, 


disruption, and investigative means are unconstitutional, and 


? 


an injunction prohibiting their continuation. The FBI settle- 
ment agreement's general principles provide the plaintiffs 
with an enforceable equivalent of the injunctive relief they 
sought in this litigation. 

With respect to investigations based on lawful First 
Amendment activities, 943.4(a) of the FBI settlement agreement | 


Geclares: 


"The FBI, in conducting domestic security 
investigations and inquiries, shall be con- 
cerned only with conduct and only such conduct 
as is forbidden by a criminal law of the United 
States, or by a state criminal law when 
authorized by federal statute. The FBI shall 
not conduct an investigation solely on the 
basis of activties protected by the First 
Amendment of the Constitution of the United 
States, or on the lawful exercise of any right 
secured by the Constituion or laws of the 
United States." 


With respect to disruption and harassment of the 
lawful exercise of First Amendment rights, 4%3.4(b) of the FBI 


settlement agreement delcares: 


"The FBI, in investigating United States persons, 
shall not employ any technigue designed to impair 
their lawful and constituionally protected 
political conduct or to defame the character 

or reputation of a United States person." 


With respect to investigative means, and the scope 


and intrusiveness of investigations, 9%3.4(c) declares: 


"The FBI shall conduct its investigations with 
minimal intrusion consistent with the need to 
collect information or evidence in a timely and 
effective manner, and shall conduct investiga- 
tions in a manner reasonably designed to minimize 
unnecessary collection and recording of informa- 
tion about the lawful exercise of First Amendment 
rights.” 
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These principles are made permanent and legally en- 
forceable by the FBI settlement agreement. Under the final 
proviso to 93.6, future Justice Department and FBI regulations, 
guidelines, procedures and conduct relating to investigative 
techniques described in paragraph 3.5 must comply with these 
principles. Under 9445.1 and 5.2, "any terms" of the settlement, 
including these principles, may be enforced by a petition in 
this Court "for an appropriate order tc enforce the stipulation.” 
In short, the principles of 43.4, together with the 
enforcement provisions of 445.1 and 5.2 of the FBI agreement, 
substantially accomplish the central purposes of these class 
actions against the FBI and Justice Department defendants, in 
that they articulate legally enforceable prohibitions on FBI 
investigations and investigative techniques. 
‘Although less fundamental than the principles, the 
following additional significant limitations are placed on FBI 
investigations and investigative techniques by the settlement: 
(a) FBI electronic surveillance in Chicago 
must comply with the Constitution and applicable federal 
statutes. (43.5(a); 18 U.S.C. §§ 2510-20; 50 U.S.C. 
§§ 1801-1811.) These statutes, of course, can be 
amended only by legislative action consistent with 
the Fourth Amendment. (43.6.) 

(b) FBI warrantless unconsented physical 


searches in domestic security cases in Chicago (43.5 (b) 
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are prohibited. This prohibition cannot be lifted 

by the FBI or by the Attorney General (43.6(c)). 

It can be lifted only by the Congress or by Presidential 
Executive Order (43.6(a) and (b)), and then only to 

the extent such warrantless searches comply with the 
Fourth Amendment (final proviso to 43.6). Cf. United 


States v. United States District Court, 407 U.S. 297 


(1972) (Fourth Amendment required judicia’ warrant for 
domestic security wiretaps). 

(c) All applicable federal statutes, Executive 

Orders, and Justice Department and FBI regulations 
governing physical or photographic surveillance, 
infiltration, and data collection, dissemination, 
and storage (¢{3.5(c)) are made legally enforceable 
(W45.1 and 5.2). 

The central prohibitory provision of the CIA settlement 
agreement, Section 2.4, requires the CIA to comply in Chicago 
with the U.S. Constitution and with all operative federal 
statutes, Presidential Executive Orders and written CIA internal 
regulations and procedures. Among the operative federal statutes 
is the National Security Act of 1947, 50 U.S.C. § 403, which 
forbids the CIA from exercising any ". .. law enforcement 
powers or internal security functions.” 

Section 4 of the CIA agreement gives plaintiffs and all 


U.S. persons currently residing in Chicago the right to enforce 
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in this Court the settlement provisions. Compare, Halkin v. 
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Helms, No. 75-1773 (D.D.C. June 5, 1980), appeal docketed, 
No. 80-2214, D.C. Cir. Together, Sections 2.4 and 4 substantially 
accomplish the central purpose of the class action. 

Not only do the legal protections conferred upon the 
plaintiff classes by the proposed settlement agreements cor- 
respond well with the relief sought in the complaints, they also 
compare well with the legal relief plaintiffs would likely have 
obtained if the cases had gone to trial. Counsel for the plain- 
tiffs candidly stated that by the settlement agreements they 
Gid not obtain all that they desired to obtain. At the same 
time, counsel for the plaintiffs and counsel for the federal 
defendants all recognized that the plaintiffs' cases contained 
certain potential legal weaknesses. Those potential legal 
infirmities have been considered by the Court in determining 
the reasonableness, fairness and adequacy of any proposed settle- 
ment airenans . After evaluating the strengths and weaknesses 
of the plaintiffs' case, and what the plaintiffs did receive 
and did not receive in the settlement agreements, the Court 
concludes that what was obtained in the settlement agreements 
fairly reflects the strengths and potential weaknesses of the 
plaintiffs' case on the merits. 

No case has been cited to the Court, and the Court is 
aware of none, affording declaratory or injunctive relief against 
the CIA or FBI which provides the plaintiffs more relief than 
the proposed settlements here in any single particular, much 


less with respect to comprehensive relief for broad classes of 
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persons. Indeed, the Court is aware of no judicial declaration 
or injunction ever entered against CIA or FBI domestic intelli- 
gence activities, even on behalf of a single litigant, much 
less in a class action. While in this Circuit the subject of 


FBI covert action has been adjudicated in Hampton v. Hanrahan, 


600 F.2d 600 (7th Cir. 1979), that case did not reach the 
guestion of injunctive relief. 
The law with respect to government spying which these 


cases concern is largely unsettled. See generally United States 


v. United States District Court, 407 U.S. 297 (1972). Indeed, 


both the objectors and the plaintiff proponents of the proposed 
FBI settlement have represented to the Court that the FBI and the 

Justice Department, in pending litigation elsewhere, currently 
assert that the Constitution does not prohibit them from engag- 
ing in practices which would be prohibited in Chicago by the 
principles of the settlement here. 

Absent the proposed settlements, plaintiffs‘ proof 
of chads case at trial would have encountered a number of risks, 
some of which, in other litigation involving similar issues, 
have seriously hampered or proved fatal to proof of the plain- 
tiffs' case. These include the risk that important evidence 
would have been unavailable because of ike privileges, 
especially the “state secrets" and informer's privilege, which 
the FBI and Justice Department defendants have extensively 
asserted in this litigation. See Halkin v. Helms, 598 F.2d l 
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(D.C. Cir. 1978) (state secrets); In re Attorney General, 


596 F.2d 58 (2d Cir.), cert. denied, 62 L.Ed. 141 (1979) 
(informer's privilege). us 

Also, there was the risk that the claims for declara- 
tory and injunctive relief would have been @enied as moot. See 
Halkin v. Helms, No. 75-1773 (D.D.C. June 5, 1980), appeal 
pending, No. 80-2214 (D.C. Cir.). While the parties vigorously 
dispute the extent to which the FBI practices alleged in the 
complaints are continuing or are likely to resume if not en- 
joined, and the court, of course, cannot rule on this question 
without its being fully litigated, the FBI and Justice Depart- 

) ment defendants have made plain their intention to assert this 
defense, and there is at leasw some evidence to support it. 
See proposed FBI settlement, @72.1(1), (2) and (3). With 
respect to-the claims against the CIA, it is noteworthy that 
despite extensive pretrial discovery, plaintiffs have not un- 
covered any evidence of CIA internal security or law enforcement 
activities in Chicago since 1973, several years prior to the 
filing of their claims against CIA defendants. 

Finally, there was the risk that even if the plaintiffs 
prevailed on the merits, and their claims for injunctive relief 
were held not moot, the court might nonetheless decline to 
issue an injunction, or might issue an injunction less protec- 
tive of their rights than the provisions of the proposed settle- 

ments. The FBI and Justice Department defendants have made 
plain their intention to contend at trial that “the FBI simply 
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should not be run by traditional injunction," for both “public 
policy and legal reasons." (Transcript of opening statements 
by counsel, February 13, 1981, at 30.) 

In sum, with respect to the first factor, the amount 
offered in settlement is fair, reasonable and adequate when 


balanced against the strength of plaintiffs' case on the merits. 


Factor 2: Defendants' Ability to Pay 


Since the claims of plaintiffs classes are only for 
declaratory and injunctive relief, this factor is not relevant 


here. Cf. Armstrong, supra, 4/1 F.Supp. at 805. 


Factor 3: Complexity, Length and’ Expense 
of Further Litigation 


The Court has already found that it is very likely 
that further litigation, absent the proposed settlements, would 
be extremely complex, lengthy and expensive. The reasons for 
this conclusion -- the factual breadth of these cases, the number 
and difficulty of legal issues they pose, and the sharply ad- 
versary relation of the parties and history of the litigation -- 
need no further elaboration. 


Factor 4: Amount of Opposition to 
the Settlement 


The court may approve a fair settlement over objections 


by some or many class members, and even despite criticism by 


some named plaintiffs. Armstrong, 4/71 F.Supp. at 804; 616 F.2d 


at 326. 
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The number of objectors here is not undue, given the 
many thousands of plaintiff class members who received notice, 
the unsettled nature of some of the relevant law, and the depth 
of antagonism between many of the plaintiff class members and 
the CIA, the FBI and Justice Department defendants. Indeed, 
the amount of opposition by class members here is comparable to 


that in Armstrong, where 45 persons testified at the fairness 


hearing and numerous others sent in written statements, “most 
to express their dissatisfaction with the settlement," which 
was nonetheless approved as fair. 616 F.2d at 326; 471 F.Supp. 
at 805. 


Moreover, most of the objections here, as in Armstrong, 


although “thoughtful and informative," are also “somewhat mis- 
informed," both in their understanding of the proposed settle- 
ments and as to the state of the relevant law. 616 F.2d at 326, 
guoting 417 F.Supp. at 812. Based upon the written comments 
‘received by the Court and upon hearing the testimony of the 
attorneys and individuals who spoke at the hearing, it was 
readily apparent to the Court that many of those individuals 
who spoke were not familiar with the details of the settlement 
agreements. Many of their comments were based solely upon the 
Notice rather than upon the provisions of the detailed agree- 
ments. While the comments of ee speakers were helpful to the 
Court, the comments of many of those speakers have been evaluated 


with the understanding that the speakers had never examined the 
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full terms of the proposed agreement. Also, while certain of 
the objectors were Clearly well informed and forceful in their 
objections, they were persons, or counsel for persons, who 
were litigating against some of the defendants in other cases. 


Factor 5: Presence of Collusion in 
Reaching a Settlement 


No suggestion of collusion has been made, nor, on 


this record, would any such suggestion be credible. 


Factor 6: Reaction of Members of the 
Class to the Settlement 


The law in this Circuit as implied in Armstrong is 


that the Court must consider all objections, but need not state 
individualized findings with respect to each of them. 616 F.2d 
at 325, 471 F.Supp. at 812-13. However, the Court's reasoning 
must be stated "with particularly clarity.” 616 F.2d at 319. 
In light of this last admonition, the case law elsewhere 
‘requiring a reasoned response on the record to all objections 
of substance and some explicit statement concerning all objec- 


tions, Mandujano v. Basic Vegetable Products, Inc., 541 F.2d 


832, 836 (9th Cir. 1976), the Court will discuss all objections 


of substance._/ 
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nt The spectrum of objections raised by objecting class members 
ranged from frivolous to serious. The Court has considered 
all the various objections. The more serious objections 
collectively constitute a “wish list” of concerns, many of 
which counsel for plaintiffs advised they shared and would 
have adopted if they could unilaterally dictate the terms 
of settlement, but which the settling defendants adamantly 
oppose, and which plaintiffs would be far from certain of 
winning at trial. However, some of the points raised by 
objectors are not even within the scope of the lawsuit or 
in any conceivable way related to the issues. 


An 
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Vagueness 

: It is objected that the principles of the proposed 
settlements are so vague as to render them a sham. The Court 
does not agree. The ambiguities in the potential applications 
of these principles arise from the fact that they are, for 
good reasons, worded in general terms. Plaintiffs' central 
Claims are constitutional in nature. Like any principles 
gyounded in constitutional values, it is appropriate that the 
remedial principles of the settlement be generally framed. 
They are meant to govern a great variety of specific situations, 
many of which cannot now be foreseen, over an extended period 
of time. Moreover, the proposed settlements resolve class 
actions the comprehensive scope of which embrace a great variety 
of CIA and FBI practices. Generally worded principles are, 
if not indispensable, at least invaluable to the settlement 
of such lawsuits. The alternative -- attempting to agree in 
advance on a wide variety of specific questions in hypothetical 
settings -- is neither practical nor necessarily wise. 

The parties have candidly admitted that they would not 
necessarily agree on all possible applications of the language 
of the principles in the abstract or in hypothetical cases. 
However, both sides have agreed to submit to enforcement of 
the principles by the Court, if and when specific disagreements 
arise in concrete cases in the future. Having examined the 


language of the principles, as well as the various questions 
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raised and views expressed concerning the possible interpreta- 
tions, the Court is confident that in the context of concrete 
cases, it will be able to perform the normal judicial function 
of reasonably interpreting the language to accomplish the 
purpose of the document as a whole. In this task, the Court 
will be aided by the considerable “legislative history" of 

the settlement agreements. As the Court made clear at the 
March 13 Ph2aring, the parties’ various interpretations of the 
principles expressed to date are not binding (Transcript at 
3-4, 14, 20). All that is binding now is the language of the 
document; the only binding interpretations will be made later 


-- by the Court -- in the context of real disputes. 


Alleged Continuing Abuses 


Allegations have been made that the CIA and FBI continue 
to engage in some of the practices alleged in the complaints. 
The Court, of course, expresses no opinion on the substance of 
these allegations. However, if true, such facts would argue 
for approving the settlements, not disapproving them. If such 
alleged practices continue after the settlements are approved, 
plaintiffs and the plaintiff class can bring their evidence 
before the Court and, if warranted, obtain full discovery, 
and thereafter a ruling by the Court on whether the activities 
in question are lawful, and if they are not, an appropriate 


remedial order. 
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Enforcement 


The enforcement procedures are said to be too burden- 
some. Objectors argue that enforcement should be triggered 
by a “sworn claim of reasonable belief that a violation is 
taking place, together with a description of the activity com- 
plained of." (Notice of Dismissal under protest, filed 
December 24, 1980, at 2.) In fact, under each of the agreements 
enforcement is triggered by a threshold finding of “reasonable 
grounds" to believe that a violation has occurred or is occurring, 
based on facts alleged in a petition supported by affidavit or 

declaration. The purpose of the "reasonable grounds” reacuire- 

ae is to prevent frivolous or harassing enforcement petitions; 
both the purpose and the language chosen to accomplish it are 
reasonable. 

A related objection to both settlement agreements is 
that they condition enforcement orders on a finding of "a 
pattern of substantial noncompliance or a serious intentional 
noncompliance." This language, too, reflects a reasonable 
compromise which permits civil enforcement of the settlements 
without subjecting the CIA or FBI to court orders based on 


minor or technical violations. 


Changes in Government Regulations 


Some objectors argue erroneously that the proposed FBI 
settlement rests on government assurances or on Attorney General 


Guidelines which can be unilaterally withdrawn. It does not. 
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The -FBI agreement rests on permanent principles (43.4) which 
govern Justice Department and FBI procedures and conduct in 
Chicago, and which are subject to independent, external construc- 


tion and enforcement by this Court. (445.1 and 5.2.) 


Findings and Admissions 


Some objectors argue that both settlement agreements 
are fatally defective because they lack more extensive admissions 
or finding of wrongdoing by the Court. As the Court stated at 
the March 13 hearing: 


"Well, certainly the whole purpose of the 
settlement is to avoid adjudication with 
respect to the activity which is the basis 
of the complaint. I think the parties would 
be stunned if in submitting a class action 
settlement to the Court, the Court started 
to decide the issues. That's why people 
enter into settlements and I am not going 
to interfere in the settlement process.” 

- (Transcript at 22.) 


Foreign Counterintelligence Investigations 


Some objectors argue that the FBI can evade the FBI 
settlement agreement by simply relabeling a "domestic security" 
investigation as a “foreign counterintelligence" investigation. 
They are wrong. The settlement does not turn on labels. Whether 
an investigation is truly a “foreign” intelligence or counter- 
intelligence investigation, or instead a domestic security 
investigation, does not necessarily depend on what the FBI 


chooses to call it, but on the facts underlying the investigation. 
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See, @.g., Zweibon v. Mitchell, 516 F.2d 594 (D.C. Cir. 1975), 


cert. denied, 425 U.S. 944 (1976) (purported "foreign intelli- 
gence" wiretap) .—’ 
Moreover,. even "foreign" intelligence and counter- 
intelligence investigations of "United States persons" (46.3) 
in Chicago are covered by various provisions of the FBI agree- 
ment, including three of its four basic principles (43.4(b) 
and (c)). Neither “international terrorism," as defined in the 
FBI agreement (%6.5), nor “activities in preparation therefor," 
nor knowingly aiding and abetting such terrorism, includes the 
"lawful exercise of First Amendment rights" (42.2(5)). To the 
extent the provisions of the proposed FBI settlement are more 
relaxed with respect to "foreign" intelligence or counter- 
intelligence than "domestic" security investigations, this 


distinction is not without foundation in the current state of 


the law. E.g., United States v. United States District Court, 


407 U.S. 297 (1972) (requiring judicial warrants for domestic 
security wiretaps, but leaving open the question of whether 


warrants are required for taps on agents of foreign powers). 


nt In a variety of contexts, federal courts have been alert 
to pierce questionable claims of "national security." 
E.g., ACLU v. Brown, 609 F.2d 277 (7th Cir. 1979) (Cummings, J., 
Fiasenttas) . panel majority reversed in pertinent part on re- 
hearing en banc, 619 F.2d 11970, April 11, 1980 (purported 
"state secrets"); Ray v. Turner, 587 F.2d 1181 (D.C. Cir. 
1978) (de novo judicial review of Executive Branch security 
Classifications under Freedom of Information Act); United 
States v. Ebrlichman, 546 F.2d 910 (D.C. Cir. 1975), cert. 
denied, 429 U.S. 1120 (1977) (purported “national security” 


Burglary). 
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"United States Persons” 


The principles of each of the settlement agreements 
protect "United States persons," defined to include United States 
citizens, aliens lawfully admitted for permanent residence, un- 
incorporated associations organized in the United States or 
substantially composed of United States citizens or aliens 
lawfully admitted for permanent residence, and corporations 
incorporated in the United States. Objectors express concern 
that aliens not lawfully or permanently admitted to residence 
in this country, including “undocumented workers," are left 
without protection. 

As a practical matter, such persons are indeed covered 
by the principles of the settlements when their activities are 
through groups organized in this country, since "United States 
persons” include all unincorporated associations "organized" in 
this country and all corporations incorporated here. For example, 
in the past most FBI domestic intelligence investigations of 
individuals in Chicago have been based on their affiliations 
with groups (92% according to the G.A.0O. sample). To the 
extent individual aliens not lawfully or permanently admitted 
to residence, and not acting through groups, are not covered 
by the principles, this distinction reflects the greater un- 


certainty in the law with respect to the legal rights of such 


persons. See generally Narenji v. Civiletti, 617 F.2d 745 
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(D.C. Cir. 1979), cert. denied, 446 U.S. 957 (1980), and cases 
cited therein.—/ In any event, the proposed settlements do not 
éanetion CIA or FBI investigation of such persons. The agree- 
ments simply do not address such persons specifically, and leave 
them free in the future to press any constitutional arguments 
against FBI or CIA surveillance of them, either under the agree- 


ments or in a separate lawsuit. 


& 

wt The distincition in the national security intelligence field 
between "U.S. persons" and others was created by both 
Presidential and Congressional directives. Executive Order 
12036, § 4-214 (governing national security intelligence 
activities) (from which the settlement's definition of 
"U.S. person” is taken verbatim); 50 U.S.C. § 1801(i) 
(the less inclusive definition of "U.S. person" in the 
Foreign Intelligence Surveillance Act). Plaintiffs would 
therefore encounter legal difficulties in challenging the 
distinction. See Matthews v. Diaz, 426 U.S. 67, 78-85 
(1976). 


Non-U.S. persons, not acting through groups which are then- 
selves "U.S. persons," are nonetheless protected by several 
provisions of the settlement. Electronic surveillance of 
them must be “in accordance with the Constitution and ap- 
plicable federal statutes, 18 U.S.C. §§ 2510-20 (1976) and 
50 U.S.C. §§ 1801-1811 (Supp. II 1978." (43.5(a), p. 20.) 
They are included within the ban on “warrantless unconsented 
physical searches in domestic security investigations” 
(¥3.5(b), p. 20); the prohibition of "any unlawful entries 
that constitute searches under the Fourth Amendment" (id.); 
the requirement that FBI infiltration of organizations in 
domestic security investigations comply with applicable 
laws, regulations and guidelines (43.5(c) (2), pp. 20-21); 
and the requirement of compliance with the Constitution 
(3.6, p. 22). All of these requirements may be enforced 
by any non-U.S. person who is “a member of the plaintiff 
Classes" (45.1, p. 25). 
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Disruption 


Objectors argue that the FBI settlement (43.5 (b) 
prohibits only "unlawful" FBI disruption activities, and should 
prohibit all disruption of lawful political activity. Two 
separate provisions of the settlement prohibit such disruption. 
One is a basic principle prohibiting techniques "designed to 
impair" lawful political activity, or to Gefame the character 
or reputation of a United States person (43.4(b)). The other 
provision, which prohibits "any slawful disruption or hsbesebat 
of the lawful activities of any United States person” (93.5 (b) 


is in addition to the basic principle of 93.4(b). It leaves 


for the Court to determine what disruption beyond that covered 
by 943.4(b), if any, is unlawful," in the context of a future 


enforcement case. 


Miscellaneous Objections 


It is objected that controls on investigative techniques, 
unlike the principles, are not made permanent. However, those 
techniques subject to Fourth Amendment warrant requirements, 
in the present state of the law, are tightly restricted. 

It is objected that plaintiff representatives who 
examine future government reports on questionable intelligence 
activities should not be bound to secrecy on pain of contempt 


of court. However, such plaintiff representatives can report 


the contents of such reports to the Court for enforcement purposes. 


(q15.3). 
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_ It dis objected that there should be no constraints 
on retention or publication of documents produced in discovery, 
other than that victims of wrongdoing should have their names 
withheld unless they specifically consent to disclosure. 
However, the effect of the proposed settlement (47.3) is that 
there are no other constraynfs, 

It is objected that informers’ identities should be 
revealed. However, it is doubtful whether. their names would 


be revealed in any case. See In Re Attorney General, 596 F.2d 


58 (2d Cir.), cert. denied, 62 L.Ed. 2d 141 (1979). 

It is objected that the settlement does not address 
abuses of the federal Grand Jury system. Neither do the lawsuits. 
Grand jury proceedings are under the control of the federal court 
and the United States Attorney, neither of whom are defendants 
in this case. 

It is objected that “minimal” intrusion is too much; 
and that there should be no intrusion. But all investigations 
involve some degree of intrusion, however slight. The only 
practical safeguard is to minimize such intrusion to that 
which is necessary. 

It is objected that not enough court costs are to be 
paid. However, the settlements provide for payment of all costs 
taxable by the applicable statute. 

It is objected that no damages are to be paid. However, 


no damage Claims on behalf of the plaintiff class members were 


asserted against the CIA, the Justice Department and FBI 
defendants in these cases, and none are affected by the settle- 
ment. 

It is asserted that the named plaintiffs and their 
counsel inadequately represent the class. This assertion is 
conclusory with no basis in the record. 

The objection that the defendants are not being 
criminally prosecuted is frivolous in these civil cases. 

The objection that the settlement is limited to Chicago 
overlooks the fact that the activities challenged were those in 
Chicago. See the class definitions in the Findings of Fact. 

It is objected that the settlements permit some 
surveillance of First Amendment activity in the course of 
criminal investigations, and that only investigations based 
"solely" on First Amendment activity are prohibited. However, 

. the Court can imagine circumstances in which some such surveil- 
lance could be justified, as when a written manifesto is released 
by a political organization explaining its reasons for bombing 

a corporate headquarters. 

It is objected that the FBI agreement does not limit 
the FBI's ability to gather information about lawful political 
activity through informers or other private parties. However, 
the prohibition on investigations of lawful political activity 
(43.4(a)), does not turn on the means by which such an investiga- 


tion is conducted. 


- ‘It is objected that the principles of the FBI settle- 
ment apply only to FBI activities relating to "domestic" 
activities, i.e., activities within the borders of the United 
States and does not regulate the FBI's behavior with respect to 
a person's activities outside the country. However, these 
lawsuits do not concern FBI surveillance of persons in other 
countries and the fact that the settlement goes no further than 
it does is justified. 

The Socialist Workers Party objection that the settle- 
ments incorrectly characterize that Party as advocating the 
necessity of violent revolution, misreads the agreements, 
neither of which characterizes either the Party or its advocacy. 
The Socialist Workers Party objects that warrantless 
unconsented physical searches in domestic security cases are 
permitted by the FBI agreement “in circumstances in which a 
warrant is not required to conduct a search for law enforcement 7 
purposes" (43.5(b)). This exception merely recognizes established 
Fourth Amendment law permitting warrantless searches in certain 
situtations, e.g., when FBI agents are in hot pursuit of a 
fleeing felon. | 
; The Socialist Workers Party objection that 43.5 of 
the FBI agreement authorizes warrantless searches to place 
wiretaps, misreads the settlement. This paragraph merely states 
that it “does not apply” to searches related to electronic 
surveillance, because the subject matter of electronic surveil- 


lance is covered instead by 43.5(a). 
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The objection that the settlement permits the FBI 
to disrupt the lawful political activities of a group, once that 
group is under investigation, is incorrect. See 43.4(b) and 
q3.5(b) of the agreement. 

The objection that the class notice did not explain 
the status of non-U.S. persons overlooks the fact that the 
notice used the term “United States persons," and indicated 
that the notice was only a summary of the settlement document. 
Interested persons were fairly on notice to examine the document 
to determine the meaning of "United States persons" and the 
status of non-U.S. persons, and, in fact, several persons did 
object at the fairness hearing and in their written objections 


to the settlement'’s effect on non-U.S. persons. 


Factor 7: Opinion of Competent Counsel 


The Court is “entitled to rely heavily on the opinion 


of competent counsel." Armstrong, 616 F.2d at 325. 


Counsel for the participating plaintiffs and for the 
federal defendants all spoke in favor of the proposed settlement 
agreement. They all stated that the suits were difficult and 
complex, that the negotiating process had been difficult and 
at arm's length, and that the proposed settlement agreement 
provided a is ce keeeeh le and adequate disposition of the 
suits. All of those counsel stated that these agreements, 
like any settlement, involved concessions on both sides which 


made final agreement possible. The Court has found that counsel 
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for the parties participating in the settlement are highly 
competent and relies in part on their strong endorsement of 
the proposed settlements. 


Factor 8: Stage of Proceedings and 
Amount of Discovery Completed 


The proposed settlements were entered into when massive 
discovery was substantially complete ,—’ plaintiffs' draft final 
pretrial materials had been served, and both sides were fairly 
apprised of the facts likely to be adduced at trial, and fairly 
enabled to assess the likely outcome of trial. 


Factor 9: Whether the Settlement Initiates 
or Authorizes Any Illegal Conduct 


A fair settlement may not initiate or authorize any 
illegal conduct. However, the Court must not decide unsettled 
legal questions. Any illegality or unconstitutionality must 
appear “as a legal certainty on the face of the agreement." 
Further, the conduct must be illegal "as a general rule,” ac- 
cording to the state of the law at the time the settlement is 


presented to the District Court for approval. Armstrong, 


616 F.2d at 319-322. No illegal or unconstitutional conduct 


is authorized by the proposed settlements. 


a 


~/ while full discovery of all files of organizations such as 
the Black Panther Party, the Young Lords, and CORE was 
restricted, the discovery conducted by the plaintiffs was 
adequate. 
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i Considering all of fhe foregoing factors, and being 
fully advised in the premises, the Court concludes that the 
FBI settlement agreement and the CIA settlement agreement are 
fair, reasonable and adequate, and accordingly that each should 
be, and hereby is, approved by the Court. 
The settlement agreements resolve all claims asserted 
in these actions by all ACLU named plaintiffs, the participating 


Alliance named plaintiffs, and the plaintiff classes, against 


the settling defendants. It does not resolve all claims of all 
parties against all defendants in these cases. Pursuant to 
Rule 54(b), Federal. Rules of Civil Procedure, the Court hereby 
expressly finds that there is no just reason for delay and 
hereby directs the entry of final judgment upon all claims 


resolved by the proposed settlement agreements. 


IT IS ACCORDINGLY ORDERED AND FINALLY ADJUDGED THAT: 

1. The settlements embodied in the Joint Motions and 
Stipulations (and Attachments thereto) heretofore filed by the 
proponents of the settlements are hereby approved and incorporated 
herein. 

2. Pursuant to the Joint Motions and Stipulations 
and the Court's approval of them, the claims asserted against 


the settling defendants in these cases by all ACLU named plain- 


tiffs, the participating Alliance named plaintiffs, and the 
plaintiff classes as established by earlier orders in these 


cases, are hereby dismissed with prejudice. 
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- 3. Pursuant to the Joint Motions and Stipulations 
the settling defendants shall pay the taxable costs incurred . 


in these cases by the ACLU named plaintiffs and the Alliance 


named plaintiffs. 

4. The Court shall enforce the FBI settlement agree- 
ment in accordance with Part V of the Joint Motion and Stipula- 
tion relating to that agreement. 

5. Th? Court shall enforce the CIA settlement agree- 
ment in accordance with Part IV of the Joint Motion and Stipula- 


tion relating to that agreement.

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PERTINENT PROVISIONS OF 
THE FBI SETTLEMENT AGREEMENT 


"3.4 -The parties agree that the following general principles 
apply to FBI activities relating to the domestic activities of United 
States persons: 

(a) The FBI, in conducting domestic security investigations 
and inquiries, shall be concerned only with conduct and only such 
conduct as is forbidden by a criminal law of the United States, or 
by a state criminal law when authorized by federal statute. The 
FBI shall not conduct an investigation solely on the basis of ac- 
tivities protected by the First Amendment of the Constitution of 
the United States, or on pee lawful exercise of any right secured 
by the Constitution or laws of the United States. 

(6b) The FBI, in investigating United States persons, shall 
not employ any technique designed to impair their lawful and con- 
stitutionally protected political conduct or to defame the character 
or reputation of a United States person. 

(c) The FBI shall conduct its investigations with minimal 
intrusion consistent with the need to collect information or evi- 
dence in a timely and effective manner, and shall conduct investi- 
gations in a manner reasonably designed to minimize unnecessary 
collection and recording of taseeeation about the lawful exercise 
of First Amendment rights. 

"3.5 In return for the release of all claims, as more 
fully set forth in Paragraph 3.8, below, the Attorney General and 


the Director of the FBI, on behalf of themselves, their successors, 


and their subordinates, agree that: 
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(a) <Any electronic surveillance activities in the City of 
Chicago shall be in accordance with the Constitution and applicable 
federal statutes, including 18 U.S.C. §§ 2510-20 (1976) and 50 U.8.C. 
§§ 1801-1811 (Supp. II 1978). | 

(6b) They shall not conduct in the City of Chicago any warrant- 
less unconsented physical searches in domestic security investi- 
gations, any unlawful unconsented physical searches of premises or 
property of U.S. persons in foreign irtelligence collection or 
foreign counterintelligence investigations, any unlawful entries 
that constitute searches under the Fourth Amendment, or any unlaw-- 
ful disruption or harassment of the lawful activities of any United 
States person. Nothing in this subsection shall prohibit a warrant- 
less search in circumstances in which awarrant is not reouired to 
conduct a search for law enforcement purposes. As used in this 
subsection the term "unconsented physical searches" does not apply 
to a search for the purpose of placing, maintaining, or removing 
authorized electronic surveillance devices or conducting surveys 
in connection therewith; or to the receipt by the FBI of informa- 
tion, property or materials furnished by individuals acting on 
their own initiative, without direction or request by the FBI, 
regardless of the manner of acquisition. 

(c) Any of the following investigative activities in domestic 
security investigations or in foreign intelligence collection or u 
foreign counterintelligence investigations concerning U.S. persons 
shall comply with all applicable federal statutes, Presidential 
Executive Greets, VEsttan Departmental or Bureau regulations, guide- 


lines and other procedures established in accordance with such 


te 


statutes or Executive Orders, including but not limited to the pro- 
cedures and instructions listed in 4 2.1 above. The statutes, 
Executive Orders, regulations, guidelines and procedures referred 
to in the preceding sentence are those in effect on the effective 
date of this Joint Stipulation. 

(1) Physical or photographic surveillance of any U.S. 
rerson in the City of Chicago not employed by the Department of 
Justice. 

(2) Participation in any organization in the City of 
Chicago by FBI personnel or informants or assets without disclosing 
their intelligence affiliation to appropriate officials in the 
‘organization; and 


(3) The acquisition, dissemination and storage of informa- 


tion about U.S. persons in the City of Chicago not employed by the 


Department of Justice."

PERTINENT PROVISIONS OF 
THE CIA SETTLEMENT AGREEMENT 


"2.4 In return for the release of all claims, as is more fully 
set forth in Paragraph 2.6 below the Director of the CIA, on behalf 
of himself, his successors, and their subordinates, agrees that all 
of the CIA's activities involving United States persons in the City 
of Chicago shall comply with the United States Constitution and with 
all operutive applicable federal statutes, Presidential Executive 
Orders, and written CIA regulations, guidelines, and procedures. 

"2.5 Upon written request to the CIA General Counsel, a former 
named plaintiff or a United States person residing in the City of 
Chicago will be provided free a citation to, or alternatively, a 
copy of the unclassified portions of the then existing written 
regulations, guidelines and procedures referred to in subparagraph 
2.4 above, at the rate of reimbursement then applying under the 


Freedom of Information Act."

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Nature of the Action 


1. This is a civil action to obtain redress for unlawful 
acts and omissions of the defendants under color of law depriving 
the named plaintiffs and the members of the class they represent 
of rights, privileges and immunities which are secured to them 
by the First, Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, Ninth and Pourtéenth 
Amendments to the United States Constitution and by Title 42 
U.S.C. §1983 of the laws of the United States. (Hereinafter 
the word "plaintiffs" by itself includes the named plaintiffs 
and the members of the class they represent, as defined in 


paragraphs 3, 4 and 5. 


The plaintiffs are individuals and organizations who have 


been and are being subjected to a continuing course 

and pattern of conduct by the defendants that disrupts, 

impedes and intimidates them in their lawful, constitutionally 

protected activities in and around the City of Chicago, Illinois. 
The defendants are the City of Chicago and officials, 

employees, agents or contractors of the City of Chicago or of 

agencies of the United States of America who have and are engaged 

in this course and pattern of conduct. (Hereinafter the word 

“defendants” includes the predecessors of those individual 


defendants who now hold a government office but have not held 
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it during the entire period from January 1, 1966 to the present.) 
The course and pattern of conduct complained of includes both 
overt and covert actions, means and tactics, among them use of 
infiltrators, informers, unlawful entries, electronic surveil- 
lance and other intrusions and surveillance; gathering and 
disseminating information; and disrupting, impeding and intimi- 
Gating the plaintiffs. (This course and pattern of conduct by 
defendants, as further defined in paragraphs 8 through ll, is 
hereinafter referred to as “unlawful governmental intrusions.”") 
Count I seeks declaratory and injunctive relief by reason 
of defendants' unlawful governmental intrusions. Count II seeks 
declaratory and injunctive relief by reason of defendants having 
conspired together to engage in unlawful governmental intrusions. 


Count III seeks to recover money damages only on behalf of some 


of the named plaintiffs for injury suffered by reason of defen- 
Gants’ unlawful governmental intrusions. Count IV seeks to 
recover punitive damages only on behalf of some of the named 
plaintiffs by reason of the nature and effects of defendants’ 


unlawful governmental intrusions. 


Jurisdiction 


2. The Court has jurisdiction of this Count under Title 28 
U.S.C. §§1331 and 1343, and declaratory relief is sought pursuant 
to 28 U.S.C. §§2201 and 2202. As to each named plaintiff and 
as to each member of the class that the named plaintiffs represent, 


the amount in controversy, exclusive of interest and costs, 


exceeds the sum or value of ten thousand dollars. 


Plaintiffs and Their Lawful Activities 


3. The named plaintiffs are individuals, unincorporated 
associations or not-for-profit corporations, each of whom has 
been and is actively engaged, in and around Chicago, Illinois, 
during the period of time from January l, 1966 to the present, 
in a variety of activities, including, but not limited to 
charitable, personal, political, social, economic, educational, 
business and recreational, none of which were or are criminal 
or otherwise unlawful or such as to provide any legal justification 
for a governmental investigation as to their possible criminality, 


and all of which were and are lawful and protected, guaranteed 
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and secured under the Constitution and laws of the United 
States against unlawful governmental intrusions. (Hereinafter 
these activities of plaintiffs are referred to as “lawful 
activities.") 

Each organization named plaintiff, unless otherwise iden- 
tified, has its pricnipal office and carries on its principal 
activities in and around Chicago, Illinois, and sues for injury 
to itself and to its members. Each individual named plaintiff 


is a citizen of the United States.

Class Action 


4. The named plaintiffs bring this suit as a class action 
on behalf of themselves and as representatives of a class of 
others, pursuant to Rules 23(a), 23 (b) (1) (A) and 23(b) (2) of 
the Federal Rules of Civil Procedure. The members of the class 
represented by the named plaintiffs consist of all individuals, 
all not-for-profit corporations and all unincorporated asso- 
Ciations who, with respect to their lawful activities, in or 
around Chicago, Illinois, have been since January 1, 19464, and 
are being subjected to the defendants' unlawful governmental 


intrusions. 


5. This suit is appropriately maintained as a class 


action because: 


the class which includes at least several hundred 
members, the precise number being presently 
unknown to named plaintiffs, is so numerous 
that joinder of all members is impracticable; 
there are questions of law and fact common to 
the members of the class, including whether 

the ,defendants engaged in unlawful governmental 
intrusions and whether defendants' unlawful 
governmental intrusions deprive plaintiffs 

of rights, privileges and immunities secured 

to them by the Constitution of the United | 
States and by 42 U.S.C. §1983; 

the claims of the named plaintiffs are typical 


of the claims of the members of the class; 


the named plaintiffs will fairly and adequately 


protect the interests of the members of the 
class; 

the prosecution of separate actions by individual 
members of the class would create a risk of 
inconsistent or varying adjudications with 
respect to individual members of the class 


which would establish incompatible standards 


of conduct for the defendants; and 

the defendants have acted and refused to act 
On grounds generally applicable to the class, 
thereby making appropriate final injunctive 


relief with respect to the class as a whole. 


City of Chicago Defendants 


6. Defendant CITY OF CHICAGO is an Illinois municipal 
corporation. 

Each of the individual defendants named in the subpara- 
graphs of this paragraph 6 was or is an official, employee, 
agent or contractor of the CITY OF CHICAGO, has to duty to 
uphold the law and has or is engaged in unlawful governmental 
intrusions in the course and scope of his municipal functions, 
under color of the statutes, ordinances, regulations, customs 


and usages of the CITY OF CHICAGO and State of Illinois. 


6-1. Defendant RICHARD J. DALEY is the Mayor and chief 
executive officer of the City of Chicago. His duties as defined 
by law include the duty to “Supervise the conduct of all the 


officers of the City." (Municipal Code, §3-2.) 


6-2. Defendant JAMES M. ROCHFORD is Superintendent and 


chief executive officer of the Department of Police of the City 
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of Chicago. His duties as defined by law include the duties 


to "be responsible for the general management and control of 


the police department" and to "...discharge, suspend or transfer 
the employees of the department ... and to issue instructions 


to said employees ... in the line of their duties." (Municipal 


6-3. Defendants MARLIN W. JOHNSON, WILBUR DANIEL, PAUL 
GOODRICH, LOUIS PEICK and SEBASTIAN RIVERA are the members of 
the Police Board of the City of Chicago. Their duties as 
Gefined by law include the adoption of rules and regulations 
and general and special orders for the governance of the Chicago 
Police Department. In addition, pursuant to §11-9 of the Muni- 
Cipal Code of Chicago, the Police Board has custody and control 


of the buildings, equipment, books, records and other property 


of the Chicago Police Department. 


6-4. Defendant MITCHELL WARE is the Deputy Superintendent 
for Inspectional Services of the Chicago Police Department. 
In that capacity he is the chief administrator of the Bureau of 


Inspectional Services, including the Intelligence Division. 


6-5. Defendant WALTER MURPHY is the Director of the 
Intelligence Division of the Chicago Police Department. In 


that capacity he supervises the activities of the Security, 


Security Analysid nd Gang Intelligence unig @ 


6-6. Defendant JOSEPH GRUBISIC is the commanding officer 
of the Security Unit of the Intelligence Division of the Chicago 


Police Department. 


6-7. Defendant JOHN DOE #1 is the commanding officer of 
the Security Analysis Unit of the Intelligence Division of the 


Chicago Police Department. 


6-8. Defendant JOHN CLARKE has at various times since 


January 1, 1966 been an employee, agent or contractor of defen- 


Gants CITY OF CHICAGO, RICHARD J. DALEY and others. 


6-9. Defendants HOWARD POINTER, MARCUS SALONE, MELVIN 
BARNA, JAMES KOSTRO, JAMES T. FITZGIBBONS, JAMES J. NOLAN, 
JAMES TOBIN, RAYMOND VACE, PATRICK MAURICE DALEY, MORTON FRANKLIN 
and JOHN DOES #2 through #35 are now, or since January l, 1966 


have been, employees, agents or contractors of the Chicago 


Police Department. 


6-10. Defendant THOMAS S. MCINERNEY is the Commissioner 
and chief executive officer of the Department of Investigation 
of the City of Chicago. His duties as defined by law include 
the duty to make any investigation directed by the Mayor. 
Defendants JOHN DOES #36 through #50 are now, or since January l, 


1966 have been, employees, agents or contractors of the Chicago 
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Department of Inve cigation. 


Federal Defendants 


7. Each of the individual defendants named in the. sub- 
paragraphs of this paragraph 7 is currently acting in his 
official capacity as an employee of the United States govern- 


ment and has the duty to uphold the law. 


7-1. Defendant EDWARD H. LEVI is the Attorney General 
of the United States and in that capacity is in charge of~all 
functions of the United States Department of Justice, including 


the Federal Bureau of Investigation (hereinafter the "FBI"). 


7-2. Defendant CLARENCE KELLEY is the Director of the 
FBI and in that capacity has the responsibility to supervise 
the FBI's Special Agents, other employees, agents and contractors 


and he is required to carry out orders of the Attorney General 


of the United States. 


7-3. Defendant RICHARD G. HELD is Special Agent in charge 


of the Chicago office of the FBI and in that capacity has the 


responsibility of supervising Special Agents, other employees, 


agents and contractors and he is required to carry out orders 


of the Director of the FBI. 
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7-4. Defendant JAMES SCHLESINGER is Secretary of Defense 
of the United States and in that capacity is in charge of all 
functions of the United States Department of Defense, including 


intelligence agencies within that Department. 


7-5. Defendants JOHN DOES #51 through #75 are now or 


Since January 1, 1966 have been employees, agents or contractors 


of the United States government. 


Defendants' Unlawful Governmental Intrusions 


8. Since at least as early as January 1, 1966 and 
continuing at the present, defendants have and are engaged 
in a course and pattern of conduct which includes overt and 
covert actions, tactics and means, and which adversely affects 
plaintiffs in their lawful activities. This course and pattern 
of conduct is referred to in this Complaint as defendants’ 
“unlawful governmental intrusions" and includes the acts and 
omissions referred to or described in paragraphs 1 and 8 
through ll. 


Each of the defendants has: 


a. personally participated in, directed, authorized 


or ratified the unlawful governmental intrusions; 


. f; 
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aided and abetted one another or others in the 
unlawful governmental intrusions; or 

had knowledge or reasonable notice that the 
unlawful governmental intrusions were being 
carried on and has acquiesced in, condoned or 
otherwise failed to prevent the recurrence and 
continuation of the unlawful governmental intru- 


Sions despite his duty to do so. 


9. Defendants’ unlawful governmental intrusions include, 


without limitation, the following: 


9-1. Defendants have employed, assigned or used many 
full-time and part-time, paid and unpaid employees, infil- 
trators, informers, agents or contractors to engage in the 


following: 


to covertly infiltrate, participate in, 

or otherwise observe the plaintiffs in 
their lawful activities, when such activi- 
ties are carried on in private or otherwise 
outside of publicly-convened meetings or 
gatherings, to secure information on or 


disrupt the lawful activities of plaintiffs; 


to infiltrate and to covertly or overtly 
participate in or otherwise observe plaintiffs 
in their lawful activities, when such activities 
were carried on in pabaiely-cdavenes meetings 
or gatherings, to secure information on or 
disrupt the lawful activities of plaintiffs; 

to covertly assume or acquire offices or roles 
of responsibility or influence in or among 
plaintiffs; 

to go to the homes, schools, places of work 

or recreation, or other places frequented by 
plaintiffs, to observe or interrogate them or 
other persons; 

to gather becérae and data concerning plaintiffs 
from businesses, schools, government agencies 
and other places; 

to circulate petitions to secure the names 

of plaintiffs, to gather membership lists or 
other lists of names, to take license plate 
numbers from vehicles, to follow and observe 
persons as they engaged in lawful activity; 

to accumulate information concerning plaintiffs 
from publications and public records; 


to photograph, tape or otherwise make audio or 
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visual recordings of plaintiffs; 

i. to gather information on or disrupt the sources 

of financial or other support of plaintiffs; 

Jj. to enter their premises and seize their property, 
without warrant or other legal authorizafion 
Or justification; 

k. to gather information concerning plaintiffs 
through wiretaps, bugs or other means of elec- 
‘vento Surveillance without judicial authori- 

zation, consent or other legal justification; 

1. to actively disrupt or misdirect the lawful 
activities of plaintiffs, overtly or covertly, 
through the advocacy of false, artificial, 
harmful or illegal views or actions; or through 
the misuse of the roles of responsibility or 


influence described in subparagraph 9-l(c). 


9-2. Defendants have gathered and maintained voluminous 
quantities of information in the form of documents, electronic 
and photographic recordings and other data compilations concerning 


the lawful activities of plaintiffs. (Hereinafter this infor- 


mation is referred to as “unlawful intelligence data.") 


a. Defendants have disseminated unlawful intelligence 


data within and between agencies of government 


| ( 


at all levels; 

Defendants have disseminated unlawful intelli- 
gence data outside of agencies of government, 
including to the press, businesses and employers, 
academic institutions and to other persons, 


groups or organizations; 


9-3. Defendants have developed plans and taken actions 
to prepare for laroe-scale arrests or other forms of confinement 


of plaintiffs without due process of law. 


9-4. Defendants have developed plans and taken actions 
for opposition to, defeat or disruption of, and physical attack 


against plaintiffs. 


9-5. Defendants, with and for each other and others, 
have participated in teaching, training, planning, funding 
and otherwise assisting in the actions described in the foregoing 


subparagraphs of this paragraph 9. 


10. Each of the plaintiffs has been and will continue to 


be subjected to defendants' unlawful governmental 


intrusions unless defendants are enjoined. Defendants' 


unlawful governmental intrusions have in large part been carried 


on covertly and have been fraudulently concealed by defendants, 


therefore only limited information as to the details of defen- 
dants' unlawful governmental intrusions are presently known to 
plaintiffs. However, the fact that each of the named plaintiffs 
has been subjected to defendants’ unlawful governmental intru- 


sions is shown by the following: 


10-1. Defendant POINTER, acting as an undercover Chicago 
police officer, was assigned to and did covertly infiltrate 
plaintiff PEOPLE UNITED TO SAVE HUMANITY ("PUSH") in 1970 and 
continued to do so at least through November 1974. During that 
time he participated in many PUSH activities including executive 
council meetings and rose to become head of the Men's Division 
of PUSH. Defendant POINTER's infiltration was not voluntarily 
discontinued by defendants, but was discontinued only after it 
was publicly revealed. The unlawful governmental intrusions 
Carried out by defendant POINTER during his infiltration injured 


plaintiff PUSH, its president plaintiff JESSE L. JACKSON, its 


members and others. 


10-2. Defendant SALONE, acting as an undercover Chicago 
police officer, was assigned to and did covertly infiltrate 
plaintiff ORGANIZATION FOR A BETTER AUSTIN ("OBA") in 1972 and 
continued to do so at least through November 1974. During that 


time he participated in many OBA activities and rose to become 


its president. Defendant SALONE's infiltration was not volun- 


tarily discontinued by defendants, but was discontinued only 
after it was publicly revealed. The unlawful governmental 
intrusions carried out by defendant SALONE during his infil- 
tration caused injury to plaintiff OBA, its current president 


plaintiff DAVID MCLENDON, its members and others. 


10-3. Defendant BARNA, acting as an undercover Chicago 
police officer, was assigned to and did infiltrate the Citizens 
Action Program (“CAP") in 1971 and continued to do so at least 
through November 1974. During that time he participated in many 
CAP activities, including acting as a member of its executive 
board and as a leader of its Garfield Ridge chapter. Defendant 
BARNA's infiltration was not voluntarily discontinued by defen- 
Gants, but was discontinued only after it was publicly revealed. 
The unlawful governmental intrusions carried out by defendant 
BARNA during his infiltration caused injury to plaintiff PAUL 


BOOTH who was then an officer and leader of CAP,’ its members 


and others. 


10-4. Defendant FRANKLIN, acting as a Chicago police officer, 
in approximately 1967 assigned or caused Richard Markin, an 
agent: or contractor of the defendant CITY OF CHICAGO, to covertly 
infiltrate plaintiff MEDICAL COMMITTEE FOR HUMAN RIGHTS ("“MCHR"). 


a ig t 
Richard Markin did infiltrate MHCR and continued to do so for a 


period of time. Richard Markin's infiltration was not volun- 
tarily discontinued by defendants, but was discontinued only 
after it was publicly revealed. The unlawful governmental 
intrusions carried out by defendant FRANKLIN and Richard Markin 
during their infiltration caused injury to plaintiff MCHR, 
plaintiff QUENTIN D. YOUNG who was one of MCHR's leaders, 


MCHR's members and others. 


10-5. During the period from approximately 1967 through 
approximately 1971, Chicago police officers assigned to the 
Intelligence Division (including defendants GRUBISIC, FITZGIBBONS, 
NOLAN and VACE and others) and employees of the United States 


Department of Defense (including Richard Norusis, Gerald Borman, 


Thomas Filkins and others assigned to the 113th Military 


Intelligence Group based in Evanston, Illinois) employed or used 
as employees, agents or contractors of defendant CITY OF CHICAGO 
and of the United States Department of Defense a group of 

persons commonly referred to as the "Legion of Justice" to 

engage in unlawful governmental intrusions. (Hereinafter those 
persons are referred to as the "Legion of Justice.") The 
relationship between the Legion of Justice and employees or 
agents of the Chicago Police Department and of the 113th Military 
Intelligence Group included payments of money to the Legion 


of Justice, providing equipment such as tear gas, mace and 


electronic surveillance devices, participating in planning 
meetings and receiving documents stolen by the Legion’ of Justice. 
The unlawful governmental intrusions by or with respect to the 
Legion of Justice, without limitation, include and caused injury 


to the named plaintiffs identified below and others. 


In July 1969 the Legion of Justice entered the 
offices at 2440 Lincoln Avenue, Chicago, of 
Newsreel, a group involved in the production 

and distribution of films, in which plaintiff 

PETER KUTNER was one of the leaders, and physically 
attacked a Newsreel employ: and stole film and 
Gocuments. Chicago police officers observed 

this theft but took no action to stop or remedy it. 
In late 1969 or early 1970, on several occasions 
the Legion of Justice stole documents from the 
legal defense office of what is commonly referred 
to as the "Chicago 7" at 28 East Jackson, Chicago, 
in which plaintiff G. MARIE LEANER was office 
Manager and a legal worker. Documents obtained 
from these thefts were delivered to the 113th 
Military Intelligence Group and information obtained 
therefrom was disseminated to the Chicago Police 


Department and the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 
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In 1970 the Legion of Justice entered the offices 
of plaintiff AMERICAN FRIENDS SERVICE COMMITTEE 
at 407 South Dearborn Street, Chicago, and placed 
an electronic eavesdropping device in that office. 
The electronic device was supplied by the 113th 
Military Intelligence Group. 

In 1969 or 1970 the Legion of Justice entered the 
offices of plaintiff INDEPENDENT VOTERS OF ILLINOIS 
at 22 West Monroe Street, Chicago, and placed an 
electronic eavesdropping device in that office. 
The electronic device was supplied by the 113th 


Military Intelligence Group. 


10-6. In 1969 or 1970 plaintiff RONALD J. CLARK, an 
attorney licensed to practice law in Illinois, was confronted 
by defendants TOBIN and NOLAN at One North LaSalle Street, Chicago. 
They stated to plaintiff CLARK that they knew of his recent 
attendance at a National Lawyers Guild conference in Boulder, 
Colorado; that the Intelligence Division of the Chicago Police 
Department had collected files and data on him; that they would 
pay him cash for information on one of his clients (at which 
time they displayed money to him); and that they would cgatinue 
to follow him and observe his conduct. Subsequently, defendant 
PATRICK MAURICE DALEY frequently maintained surveillance outside 


plaintiff CLARK's law offices on North Lincoln Avenue, Chicago. 
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10-7. Plaintiff KERMIT COLEMAN is an attorney licensed to 
practice law in the State of Illinois. From 1968 to 1972 he 
was employed as Director of the Ghetto Project of plaintiff 
ROGER BALDWIN FOUNDATION OF ACLU, INC. Defendants have engaged 
in unlawful governmental intrusions with respect to plaintiff 
COLEMAN's activities in the foregoing position and others and 
in his representation of clients, including gathering and 
disseminating unlawful intelligence data. Among such data is 
that plaintiff COLEMAN (a) attended and participated in numerous 
meetings during June and July 1973 concerning issues about the 
police; (b) would be a board member of Citizen's Alert, a police 
reform organization formed in 1972; (c) had signed letters in 
July 1973 to various persons informing them that the Law Enforce- 
ment Study Group was planning to release a research report on 
the personnel practices of the Chicago Police Department; and 
(d) was representing Renault Robinson in May 1970 on an ordinance 


violation charge. 


10-8. Plaintiff RALPH KNOOHUIZEN is an attorney licensed 
to practice law in the State of Illinois who was eniployed from 
1972 to 1975 as Research Director of the Law Enforcement Study 
Group, a project engaged in research concerning criminal justice 
issues. Defendants have engaged in unlawful governmental intru- 


sions with respect to plaintiff KNOOHUIZEN's lawful activities 


in that position and in other respects, including gathering 
and disseminating unlawful intelligence data, among which is 
extensive data on private as well as public gatherings of the 
Study Group. Some of defendants’ intelligence data written 

in 1973 also states that KNOOHUIZEN "requested litérature from 
the S.D.S. in 1968," a date that precedes any connection of 


KNOOHUIZEN with the City of Chicago; the presence of this item 


in reports of the Chicago Police Department Intelligence Division 


is exemplary of the dissemination of unlawful intelligence data 


between local and federal governmental agencies. 


10-9. Defendants have engaged in unlawful governmental 
intrusions with respect to plaintiff AMERICAN CIVIL LIBERTIES 
UNION and plaintiff ROGER BALDWIN FOUNDATION OF ACLU, INC., 
including (a) covert infiltration of the participation of these 
plaintiffs in litigation involving civil liberties; (b) gathering 
and disseminating unlawful intelligence data as to the history, 
function and funding of these plaintiffs; and (c) gathering and 
disseminating unlawful intelligence data as to the activities 


of these plaintiffs and-their members, staff and cooperating 


lawyers, including activities in the course of litigation or legal 


representation and with respect to meetinas concernina issues 


about the police. 
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10-10. Plaintiff RALPH H. METCALFE is a U.S. Congressman 
representing the First District of Illinois; plaintiffs WILLIAM 
COUSINS, IR., and DICK SIMPSON are aldermen of the City of Chicago; 
plaintiff LEON DESPRES served for 20 years as an alderman of the 
City of Chicago; plaintiff AUGUSTUS SAVAGE is a newspaper editor 
and has run for the offices of alderman of the City of Chicago 
and U.S. Congressman; plaintiff DON ROSE is a journalist and 
political campaign manager; and plaintiff RON DORFMAN is a jour- 
nalist. Defendants have engaged in unlawful governmental intru- 

sions with respect to each of these named plaintiffs with respect 
to the above activities and others, including the gathering and 
disseminating of unlawful intelligence data. Among that informa- 


tion is the following: 


That plaintiff METCALFE convened, attended or spoke 
at meetings of certain organizations, including 


gatherings concerning police reform issues; 


That plaintiffs COUSINS and YOUNG intended to run 
in 1968 for the office of delegate to the Demo- 


cratic National Convention; 


That plaintiff COUSINS attended meetinss of certain 


organizations; 


That plaintiff SIMPSON participated in activities 


concerning urban renewal in the Lincoln Park area 
of Chicago, activities of CAP, and various public 


and private getherings as an alderman; 


That plaintiff DESPRES would or did attend, chair 
or speak at certain meetings and was in communication 
with a police reform organization concerning police 


issues before the City Council; 


That plaintiff SAVAGE had decided to run in 1968 
for U.S. Consressman, the identity of several of 
his supporters including the person who made the 
first $1000 contribution to his campaign, and 

that plaintiff SAVAGE attended or spoke at meetings 


of certain organizations; 


That plaintiff ROSE had engaged in various activities 


as information director or ikon ake manager of 


political organizations and campaigns and had signed 
a petition opposing a judicial order restricting 
public comment on information in a federal trial 


concerning anti-war activities; 


That plaintiff DORFMAN had written various articles, 
served on the boards of certain organizations and 


attended certain political conferences. 


10-11. Plaintiff JEFFERY SCHNITZER was a student at the 
University of Chicago in 1968. One of his activities was the 
publication of a literary review with seed money from the 
University which he attempted to syndicate to many college 
newspapers around the country. An elaborate investigation was 
made of plaintiff SCHNITZER and his activities by defendant 
MCINERNEY or other employees or agents of the Chicago Department 
of Investigations. Thereafter an employee or agent of defendant 
CITY OF CHICAGO disseminated this information to the University 
along with characterizations of plaintiff SCHNITZER's political 
views and attempted to interfere with the relationship between 


plaintiff SCHNITZER and the University. 


10-12. Plaintiffs COMMUNITY RENEWAL SOCIETY, BETTER 
GOVERNMENT ASSOCIATION and LEAGUE TO IMPROVE THE COMMUNITY 
are organizations active in urban affairs and issues in and 
around the City of Chicago. Defendants have engaged in unlawful 
governmental intrusions with respect to each of these plaintiffs 
including disrupting a meeting between the BETTER GOVERNMENT 
ASSOCIATION, the Young Men's Christian Association and certain 
Black youth groups that was attempted to be held in an office 
building in downtown Chicago. The defendants’ unlawful govern- 
ment intrusions with respect to these plaintiffs have also 
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included gathering and disseminating unlawful intelligence data. 
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Among that information is the following: 


The sources of financial support of the plaintiff 


LEAGUE TO IMPROVE THE COMMUNITY; 


Reports on the contemplated relationship in October, 
1969, between plaintiff COMMUNITY RENEWAL SOCIETY 


and the Black Strategy Center; 


Reports on a conference that the plaintiff LEAGUE 
TO IMPROVE THE COMMUNITY planned in October, 1971, 
On police issues, which included the identities 
and views of the prospective panelists and their 


police records, if any; 


Reports concerning the support of various members 
Of plaintiffs COMMUNITY RENEWAL SOCIETY and BETTER 
GOVERNMENT ASSOCIATION for a project in August, 


1969, called “The Black Paper"; 


Reports concerning the proposed activities of 
plaintiff COMMUNITY RENEWAL SOCIETY in cooperation 


with certain Black community organizations; 


f. Reports identifying many persons as being in attend- 
ance at fund-raising dinners of plaintiff LEAGUE 


TO IMPROVE THE COMMUNITY. 
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10-13. Prior to and since 1969, plaintiff JESSE L. JACKSON 
has been the director of Operation Breadbasket. Defendant CLARKE 
engaged in unlawful governmental intrusions during 1969 with 
respect to plaintiff JACKSON's lawful activities in that position 
and others through gathering and disseminating unlawful intelli- 
gence data concerning plaintiff JACKSON and Operation Breadbasket. 


Such data was disseminated to the FBI. 


10-14. In 1969 or 1970, while plaintiff G. MARIE LEANER 
was office manager and a legal worker for what 1s commonly known 
as the "Chicago 7" legal defense office, defendant CLARKE paid 


an informant to spy on that office. 


10-15. Plaintiffs JACKSON and METCALFE and others have 
been the subjects of unlawful governmental intrusions by agents, 
employees or contractors of the FBI, including gathering unlawful 
intelligence data concerning them by informers or electronic 
surveillance. Much of this unlawful intelligence data was acquired 
through use of one of the major programs by which the unlawful 
governmental intrusions by the FBI have been carried out, desig- 
nated "Cointelpro." The purposes of Cointelpro, as stated by 
the late director of the FBI, J. Edgar Hoover, included to 
“expose, disrupt, misdirect, discredit or otherwise neutralize 


the activities" of certain groups considered to have undesirable 


political views. 
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Lis * DOT s' unlawful governmental intrusions, while 
Carried out u: color of law, have no justification or excuse 
in law but ar: cead illegal and improper. Defendants’ unlawful 
governmental i: usions have been fraudulently concealed by the 
defendants and constitute an ongoing, though involuntary, rela- 


tionship betwe:. plaintiffs and defendants. 


Injury to Plaintiffs 


12. As a result of defendants’ unlawful governmental intru- 
sions upon the lawful activities of plaintiffs, the rights, 
privileges and immunities described below, which are secured to 
plaintifis by the Farst, Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, Ninth, ana Four- 
teenth Amendments to the United States Constitution and by 
42 U.S.C. §1983 have been and will continue. to be violated by 
defendants unless defendants’ unlawful governmental intrusions 
are enjoined: 

a. freedom of speech, assembly, association, and 
religion; 
freedom from illegal searches and seizures, and 
from arbitrary, abusive, and harassing police 
action; 


freedom from deprivation of life, liberty, or 


property without due process of law; 


a. ';2@ right to petition government for redress of 
grievances; 
the right to counsel; 
the right of privacy; 
freedom from electronic surveillance without order 
OF Court; 
the right to be free from unlawful governmental 
intrusions as defined in this Complaint; 
the right to have those defendants who are the 
responsible executive or administrative public 
officers fulfill their duties to supervise, regulate 
and control the employees and agents of government, 
to prevent those employees and agents from depriving 
persons of the foregoing rights, privileges and 
immunities, to promptly remedy such violations when 
they occur, and to not acquiesce in or condone 
unconstitutional conduct by their subordinates; and 


the right to have the defencants uphold and enforce 


the law. 


13. As a result of defendants' unlawful governmental intru- 
sions, plaintiffs have been and will continue to be injured in 


at least the following respects:

13-2. Plc 2s2iffs' lawful activities have been made more 
Giztrticuit tO Ccér:i ¥ Gn, than they otherwise would have been, and 
have been made ineffective or less effective in achieving their 


lawful objectives. 


13-3. Plaintiffs have been discredited through the gathering 


and dissemination of unlawful intelligence data. 


13-4. Plaintiffs have been interfered with, disrupted and 
Subjected to surveillance in the course of lawyer-client 
relaticnships and in the course of lawful activity related to 


legal proceedincs of all kinds. 


13-5. Plaintiffs have been deprived of their interest in 
the loyalty, honesty, and best efforts of their leaders and 


associates. 


13-6. Plaintiffs have been caused to distrust their leaders, 
associates and each other by the knowledge or belief that defendants’ 
unlawful governmental intrusions were being carried on by or 


with respect to them. 


13-7. Pla. ciffs have been intimidaté , chilled or deterred 
in the course of their lawful activity, or from engaging in 


lawful activities: 


(a) by the knowledge or belief that defendants were 


Or might be engaging in unlawful. governmental 


intrusions with respect to it; or 

by the knowledge or belief that they would or 
+ 

might be subjected to the results and effects 


alleged in subparagraphs 13-1 through 13-6. 


13-8. Plaintiffs have been deprived of associations and 
Support which they otherwise would have had because some persons 
and organizations have been substantially or entirely intimi- 
Gated, chilled or deterred from encaging in lawful activities 


with plaintiffs for reasons stated in subparagraphs 13-7(a) and 


(b) of this paragraph. 


i3~9.  Plaintiftis have been subjected to monetary injury 
in the form of lost earnings, loss of property and loss of finan- 
Clal suprort for their lawful activities; fear, intimidation, 
mental distress, humiliation and loss of reputation; and loss 


of or damage to associations, friendships and political and 


social support. 


The Necessity Of Equitable Relief 


14. Defendants have been requested to terminate the 
unlawful governmental intrusions on many occasions over a 
period of years by various persons and organizations, including 
some of the plaintiffs, but defendants have failed or refused 
to take appropriate action to remedy them. The injuries suffered 
by plaintiffs are irreparable and are continuing and will continue 
unless defendants are enjoined from engaging in unlawful govern- 
mental tatcnaione. Plaintiffs have no adequate remedy at law. 
The public interest requires that defendants be enjoined from 


engaging in unlawful governmental intrusions. 


COUNT Il 


15. Plaintiffs reallege and incorporate by reference 


paragraphs 1 through 14. 


16. Commencing at a time not known to the plaintiffs but 


not later than January 1, 1966, and continuing up to and 
including the present, defendants intentionally and knowingly 
did conspire and agree with each other and with other persons 
unknown to the plaintiffs, to formulate and engage in the course 


and pattern of unlawful governmental intrusions set forth in 


® @ 
paragraphs l and 8 through 11 for the purposes and with the 


intent of accomplishing and causing the results and injuries 


set forth in paragraphs 12 and l13. 


17. In the formulation of and in furtherance of this 
conspiracy and agreement, defendants engaged in the overt acts 


and omissions set forth in paragraphs 1 and 8 through 14. 


18. As a result of this conspiracy and agreement and the 
overt acts and omissions in formulation and in furtherance 
thereof, plaintiffs suffered the deprivations of rights and the 


injuries alleged in paragraphs 12 and 13. 


COUNT III 


19. This Count seeks relief in damages only for the named 
plaintiff organizations for unlawful acts and omissions of the 
defendants under color of law depriving them of their rights, 
privileges and immunities which are secured to them by the First, 
Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, Ninth and Fourteenth Amendments to the 
United States Constitution and by 42 U.S.C. §1983 and 18 U.S.C. 


§§2510-2520 of the laws of the United States. 


20. Named plaintiff organizations reallege and incorporate 


by reference paragraphs 1 through 3 and 8 through 14, except 


any portions of those paragraphs which relate solely to the class 


action or to declaratory and injunctive relief. 


21. Plaintiffs reallege and incorporate by reference 


paragraphs 6 and 7. Each of the individual defendants is sued 


in this Count in his individual and official-capacities. 


22. Defendant JAMES B. CONLISK, JR., is presently an 
exempt-rank administrator of the Chicago Police Department. 
From 1960 to 1967 he was the Deputy Superintendent of the Depart- 
ment and from 1967 to 1973 he was the Superintendent of the 
Department. In those capacities he had the duty to uphold the 
law, and engaged in unlawful governmental intrusions in the 
course and scope of his municipal functions, under color of the 
statutes, ordinances, regulations, customs and usages of the CITY 


OF CHICAGO and State of Illinois. He is sued in his individual 


Capacity. 


23. Each of the individual defendants named in the sub- 
paragraphs of this paragraph 23 had the duty to uphold the law, 


engaged in unlawful governmental intrusions, and is sued in his 


individual capacity. 


23-1. Defendant JOHN N. MITCHELL was the Attorney General 
of the United States from 1969 to 1972 and in that capacity was 


in charge of all functions of the United States Department of 


Justice, including the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 


23-2. Defendant W. C. SULLIVAN was the Assistant Director 


of the FBI in charge of domestic intelligence division. 


23-3. Defendant MARLIN W. JOHNSON, named as a City of 
Chicago defendant in subparagraph 6-3, was the Special Agent 
in charge of the Chicago office of the FBI and then had the 


same responsibilities as defendant HELD now has. 


23-4. Defendants RICHARD NORUSIS, THOMAS FILKINS, and 
GERALD BORMAN were United States Army employees assigned to the 


113th Military Intelligence Group based in Evanston, Illinois. 


24. As a result of defendants’ unlawful governmental 
intrusions, each of the named plaintiff organizations has suffered 


injury for which compensatory money damages should be awarded. 


COUNT IV 


25. This Count seeks relief in punitive damages only for 
the named plaintiff organizations. Plaintiffs reallege and 


incorporate by reference paragraphs 19 through 23 of Count III 


and paragraphs 16 through 18 of Count II. 
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26. The conduct of defendants described in this Count was 
intentional or constituted wilful and wanton negligence. In 
either case, defendants‘ conduct was of a nature that warrants 
the award of punitive and exemplary damages in favor of the 


named plaintiff organizations and against the defendants. 


‘PRAYER FOR RELIEF 


WHEREFORE, plaintiffs pray that this Court: 
A. Pursuant to Counts I and II: 
1. Enter a declaratory judgment that the acts and 
omissions of defendants violate the constitutional rights of 


plaintiffs and class members; 


2. Enter its Order granting a permanent injunction 
to restrain, prohibit, and prevent defendants' unlawful govern- 
mental intrusions, in appropriate form and detail as determined 


by a remedial hearing; and 


3. Grant such other and further relief as the Court 


deems just and equitable. 


B. Pursuant to Count III: 


1. Enter judgment for compensatory damages in favor of 


1 
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each of the named plaintiff organizations and against each of the 


defendants, in such amount as is warranted by the evidence. 


2. Grant such other further relief as the Court deems 


just and appropriate. 


C. Pursuant to Count IV: 


1. Enter judgment for punitive and exemplary damages 
in favor of each of the named plaintiff organizations and against 
each of the defendants in such amount as the Court determines 


-is warranted by the evidence. 


2. Grant such other further relief as the Court deems 


just and appropriate.

few dozen at Hilledale College, perhaps a few in this chamber here 
tonight--are represented as united under tne banner of the 
Palestinian National Council. Thies figure is achieved by edding 
400,000 Palestinians living in Lebanon to 250,000 living in 
Syria, to 1,150,000 living in Jordan, to 125,000 living in Saudi 
Arabia, to $50,000 in Kuwait, $00,000 in Israel, 700,000 on the 
West Bank, 450,000 in Gaza. Suddenly we ere advised that the 
PLO represents them. And that Yesir Arafat represents the PLO. 
On what authority do we accept this statement, Mr. President? 
Why, the Arab countries met together in Rabat in Morocco in 1974, 
and they designated the PLO as the exclusive agent of the 
Palestinian people. This designation wes entirely satisfactory 
to Mr. Arafat, who does not shrink from responsibility. The 
resources of George Gallup are not readily available in those 
areas, and so it is not possible to know with any assurance 
whether Mr. Arafat represents ell those Palestinians, but not 
much attention is given to such formalities. Mr. Arafat is ¢ 
ried triumphantly on che shoulders of those Palestinians who 
not otherwise engaged in carrying the Reverend Jackson on thei 
shoulders, 211 which proves-- Well, we don’t know exectly what 
it proves.

September 9, this 
year, Mr. Chairman, Barbara Walters seid to him on ete 
Answers that it was her impression the Palestinian Nationa rter 
called for the elimination of Israel. Arafat replied, "Did you read 
our charter? I mean in an accurate translation? Did you receive 
it from the Israeli embassy? I did not remember that clause.” 
Perhaps Mr. Jabara, whose curriculum vite credits him with a 
"working knowledge of Arabic,” will tell us whether bt armed 
struggle the cherter really meant peaceful struggle; whether by 
the clause "reject ell solutions which are substitutes for the 
total liberation of Palestine," it really meant: “accept any reason- 
able solution for the partition of Palestine.” And then, speaking 
to officials of Time magazine on August 20, Arafat was asked the 
question as unambiguously as it can be asked, “Are you gore pe, 
to acknowledge the existence of Israel and its right to exist?"

I certainly speak for myself, 
and I'm certain that I speak also for colleagues, when I say 
thet in my opinion those Palestiniens wno have not edopted their 
present homes as permanent homes ere entitled to a homeland. It 
is not this evening's burden to say exactly where that should be 
or what are the reasonable conditions for its establishment. It 
is, we think, the burden of this assembly to ask whether the

' those under Israeli occupation, 500,000 are in Israel proper} | 
700,000 are onthe West Bank; and 450,000 ere inthe Caza Strip. Of 
those scattered throughout che Arab world and the diaspora, 
there ere 400,000 in Lebanon, 250,000 in Syria, 250,000 in Kuwait 
$0,000 in Saudi Arabia, 1,150,000 in Jordan on the east benk, 
a 250,000 elsewhere. The first wave of Palestinian refugees 
fled to Arab countries during Israel's war for inde ence in 
1948. The second great Palestinian exodus was sparked by Isreel’ 
conquest of East Jerusalem, the West Bank, the Caza Strip, and th 
Sinai Peninsula in the 1967 war. The land is now illegally held 
and immorally held in defiance of the United Nations mandate and 
agreed by the United States, and it threatens international lew. 
What about the PLO? The PLO stende for the Palestine Liberation 
Organizetion. In 1964, Esypt and other Arab countries encouraged 
the founding of the PLO, ich was originally dedicated to the 
recovery of all of Palestine, but more nigger gy ies argued for e 
separate state composed of the West Bank and the Caza Scrip. 
Their first chairman was Dr. \hmed Shukairy. In 1969, Yasir, fat 
head of the largest element in the PLC, Al Fatah, took ove 
leadership and has maintained it ever since. Mr. Arafet wad rais 
in Jerusalem, and his father was a businessman. He is a trained 
engineer, having received his degree from the University of Cairo 
and he built the first hospital for Palestinian refugees in Kuwaiti 
The PLO is a government in exile. It is an umbrella organization 
governed by a 15-member executive committee based officially in D 
mascus, Syria, but actually in Beirut, Lebanon. In 1974 at an Ar 
conference in Rabat, Morocco, the Arab world declared the PLO to be 
the only legitimate representative of the Palestinian people. 
They have a 295-member parliament in exile, and a $5-member polic 
making —e called the Palestine Central Council, which functions 
while the National Council is in recess. The PLO has been 3 
admitted as a full member of the League of Arab States since 1976 
The PLO has observer status et the UN and the OAU. They ere 
recognized by 116 nations of the world. Israel is recognised by 
Sli. Their executive council is 40 percent Christian. There are 
more Christians in the PLO than there are Palestinian Christians. 
Some Jews are in the PLO. Some Jewish PLO members are in jail. 
Gencrally, the PLO has been projected as a one dimensional organi 
tion in this country--a gang of terrorists. They do engege in 
terroriam, and we deplore that method. But that is just 
dimension of their struggle, and er being under cceunati @me * 
state of terror. The bombing of Lebanon in the name of pS oti 
strikes isterror. We must use one yardstick to measure Ce: cor. 
The US must be free to talk and to act in order to break the cyel 
of terror end pain. Neither group has the emotional strength nor 
the political stability to break the cycle, and that is why ovr 
nation's role must be served as @ mediator, reconciling the both 
as opposed to en instigator. While in Beirut, Lebanon in Septent 
we challenged them to reassess their role, inasmuch ee they ere 
now center stage. Their conduct in the current crisis ia Iran 
is evidence of that a and will to negotiate. The real 
power of the PLO is not their terroriem, but their educetional 
achievements and their occupancy of strategic positions in i) 
Arab world. They have the highest literacy rate in academic .- 
achievement, and ere the best-trained workers in all che Arad OBI 
end Israel. They are doctors, lawyers, engineers, financseers,

or in the ec of most Arab nations. For instance, Kuwait and 
Saudi Araebie could not a run their petroleum industry with- 
out Palestinian skilled labor. In Kuwait, of the top 50 graduates 
in science, 48 were Palestinian. A work stoppage by the 
Palestinians in the Middle East, modeled after the Iranian experi- 
ence, could devastate the US and western countries. Our own nation 
hes e terrorist arm. If we developed a no-talk policy toward 
terrorism, we could not even speak to our own governement. 
Our government treins terrorists et our war college in Virginia. 
Witness US ectivities in Chile under Allende, the Shah in Iran, 
Somoza in Nicaragua, many countries of Africa, and the Green Beret 
in Victnam. Begin, on July 22, 1946, led a terrorist attack 
on the King David Hotel, which killed 91 persons. The Apostle 

Paul emerged as a terrorist killing Christians, but Cod kept a 
"Let's talk" ot at & confronted him on the Damascus Road, and 
' Changed his mind, his heart, and his life. Moses killed two Egyp- 
tiens while under the terror of Arab occupation, and eventually 
a voice talked to him and he found a better way. The public has a 
right to know the whole story about the Middle East. Our national 
interests ere jeopardized by a no-talk policy. We must have e new 
formule. That formula must include: one, Israeli security with in- 
ternationally recognized boundaries; Palestinian justice; the terri- 
torial integrity of Lebanon protected; normalize ties with the Arab 
world, the by-product of which will be world peace. In this period 
of revolutionary change, we must talk, we must reconcile our 
intorests in the Middle East. In a column written by Mr. William 
Buckley on “Public Policy and Terrorism," he states, and I quote: 
"Our position as regards the PLO is ethically alluring. We say:

How do you measure the latent etrength, 
the constituency, of Mugebe and Nkomo? Is this a function of the 
quality and quantity of the support they receive from organized 
cultivators of terrorism, notably mad-dog states like Libya, but 
with the Soviet Union the unquestioned godfather of international 
terrorisa?” [ can enswer Mr. Buckley's questions. For there is 
no logic or precedent for our no-talk policy. Only « reason. And 
that reason is thut the same Henry Kissinger that put special and 

rivate interests over national interests, and put che Hitler of

In combat, certain 

types o. activities are “gece but other types of actions are 

roscribed. You can kill combatants; you can't kill civilians. 

ou can attack military fecitlicies and industrial instellations; 

you can’t attack schoole and hospitals. And the PLO doesn't 

ettack the Israeli army or Israeli industrial facilities. What 
the PLO does is engege in the systematic and cold-blooded and 
deliberate eatteck of women, children, athletes, and diplomats. 

And I would suggest that the PLO is not simply a threat to Israel. 
Ic is a threat to innocent civilians all over the world. Over 

the course of the last decade, the PLO has been responsible for 

almost «a thousand terrorist actions. Hundreds have been killed 

and close to 5,000 have been maimed and wounded. And these attacke, 
while they mostly take plece in Israel itself, have also been 
conducted in over 25 countries around the world, and emong the 
victims have been dozens of American citizens and at least three 

Americen diplomats. I would suggest that as a matter of principle, 

the United States has consistently end correctly refused to 

negotiate with terrorists. No responsible American leader thet 

I am aware of has ever suggested that the United States should 

recognize the Baader-Meinhof gang or the Japanese Red Army or the 

Symbionese Liberation Army. And I think in these Cerms, it was 

a sad day for America when the disciples of the Reverend Martin 

Luther King went to Beirut and embraced the leader of the 

‘Palestine Liberation Organization, Yasir Arafat--a man responsible 
for the surder of little children, and of innocent athletes and 

- women--and sang togethor “We Shall Overcome." To be sure, the 
Bible teys that et the end of the days, the lions end the lambs 

_ shall lie down together, but it doesn't say anything about them 
singing in the same choir. And so, I would say that by recognizi 
the PLO, what we will do ie to encourage the kind of atmosphere a 
activities which resulted a few weeks ago in the seizure of the 
American embassy in Teheran. Secondly, I would argue that recog- 
nizing the PLO will jeopardize the prospects for peace in the 

Middle East. As my able associates have pointed out, the PLO is

; Isreeli presence in the Middle East? It would moan that the PLO 
would be in a position where Arab enti-aircraft missiles were 

‘within range of literally every eir bese in Israel. It would mean 
that Arab artillery would te within range of 90 percent of the 
population of Israel and 90 percent of ite major industrial facili- 
ties. It would mean that Israel would lose critical strategic — 

At some points the state would only be nine miles wide,’

to the Spanish Sahara, by the Mosles suffragistes ia the 
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bent only on violence. Now to be sure, it is hardly a government, 
and it seeme to me that what you have cited as the standards for 
recognition are the stendards that would need apply where govern- 
ments are concerned. Now it's difficult for me to reconcile the 
ogee of the administration having a no-talk policy with the 

awd yet actively engage in negotiations and all kinds of 
consultetion with Nkomo, Mugabe, the, let's say, terrorist organi- 
 getionese within Rhodesia.

. MR. SOLARZ: Let me say first of all, Mr. Johnson, that I have 

' confidence that if such «= poll is taken after this debate appears 
' on television, that the results might be somewhat different. 
Because I think if the American people were aware, as I suspect 
. many of them who were asked these questions in the survey were 
not, that their country in 1975 made a solemn commitment to 
Israel reaffirmed in 1979 not to recognize the PLO unless and until 
the PLO acccpts UN Resolution 242 and Israel's right to exist, 
thet e great majority of them would come to the conclusion thet 
it would not be e — or seemly for the United States to 
 untlaterally end blithely repudiate solemn commitments waich it 
has made to other countries es a consequence of which that 
country, inthis case Israel, has made very significant strategic 
: and economic concessions. 


. MR. ROCHE: Congressmen, we're at the point now where I must inter- 
rupt the questions and turn to the summary from our principals 
here. First, Reverend Jeckson will be speaking and then Mr. 

Buckley. I ask in this case that we edhere quite literally to the 
six-minute limit to get everything in the program. I['11l bang the 
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gavel hard at the end. 


MR. JACKSON: Thank you very such. First of all, I want to thank 
you, Mr. President, and the sponsors of thie dialogue, this 
debate, for allowing it to be so. For I really think that a plat- 
form whereby Palestinians and Jews, Republicans and Democrats, 
black and white people can in a civilized fashion discuss critical 
ecriticel issue is the best way to instruct end to educate the 
American public. I would suggest, Mr. Johnson, that the ro ae 
poll went a step further. It said that 42 percent of the ricen 
Jews, 63 percent of the American blacks, 66 percent of the Catho- 
lics before the Pope took his position, and two thirds of the 
American public think that we should talk with the PLO. It is not 
an isolated position. 1 want to establish one fact tonight, and 
thet is that to argue this cease from my personal point of view 
is not to be anti-Semitic or anti-Jewish. It is @ pro-peace 
osition. I think Israel's present etrategy is not in Israel's 
est interest, and in fact er to jeopardize America's own 
interests. I want to deal with your points, Mr. Congressman, : 
beceuse I think it's instructive, on terrorism. I visited the 
hospitals in Israel where Israeli children had been terrorized 
and had been maimed. It was a horrible sight. But I also went 
to Lebanon, and I sew children had been killed, schoole nad been 
bombed, churches had been bombed by Israelis. And that is why I 
said by experience I have seen terror on both sides. And simply 
to reiterate yesterday's agony will not in fact bring about ¢t 
peace we necd for tomorrow. In a real sense, who sets the rules 
of war? Our nation bombed Hiroshima and Nagasaki. We said we 
were sorry, but we did it. People in desperation fighting for 
wer, people tend to set methods that win. In one of Mr. Buckley's 
columns, he referred to the fact that usually the group that wins 
and prevails ends up justifying en end. I do not accept all . 
means, except I recognize them to be what they ere--scts of 
horrible war. The Apostls Paul wasn't ea terrorist. But he was 
transformed through talking. Begin, no metter how such he wes 
denounced, was not permanently outlawed. He received the 
ultimate reward, and he did not get rec zed as a musician or. 
a chemist, but his chief item in his portfolio is that of a ter= . 
rorist who became a politician who represents ea hard line te the 
right. Secondly, America does in fact recognize terrerist E 
ments. South Africae, Chile, Iran when it had the worst ree 
Amnesty International in the western world--in the world. 
Nicaragua under Somoze. Mr. Sadat, whom we respect now 
the PLO. He appealed te Israel to recognise the PLO and the 
to recognize Israel. He even sled in our telkse for Americe . 
to recognize the PLO. On 242--Isreel is not honoring 242. aseried 
is not MORE 242. The PLO is not recognizing 242. I would 
argue that the biggest and the most moral of the three will take - 
the first es Maybe the strongest of the three will take the ;;

Again, I am grateful for havi the opportunity to engage in 

dialogue, and look forward eround the nation to heightening 
the dielogue, end hope that in our lifetime, in the immediate 
future, that our nation will have assumed a talk policy that will 
allow we to reconcile our four critical interests: the protection 
of Israel's right to exist within internationally recognized 
boundaries; Palestinien justice; the territorial integrity of 
Lebanon; and normalized ties with the Arab world. I think it's 
possible; I think we must pureve it. Thank you very much. 

(applause) 


MR. BUCKLEY: Mr. President, Mr. Jackson, I think we should recog- 
nize whet ie the nature of what it ie thet we're being asked to 
do. We're being asked to deny a commitment by two governments of the 
United Stetes, just to begin with. We are also being asked to 
forget a comwnitment which is shared by the community of nations 
at large. It's ea commitment to the right of Israel to survive. 
Why does the PLO refuse to give us that reassurance? It seems 
to me thet if ic ie correct, as Mr. Jackson so eloquently argues | 
and Mr. Findley, that so much would be furthered by our recog- 
nizing the PLO, then the PLO would recognize that it would be not 
much to exchange for thet recognition to acknowledge that con— 
mitment which the whole community of nations feels toward the 
survival of Israel. This is what I think we should look at with a 
special cere: Why do they refuse? The reason they refuse is because 
the PLO is dedicated to the abolition of the state. How can we 
enhance the prospects of peace by enhancing the fortunes of an 
organization thet is dedicated to prolonging war? If the PLO 
indeed wants peace in the erea, if it wants justice in the erea, 
it has’ got to be prepared to do one very simple thing. It could 
do it tonight, and tomorrow everybody here would be in favor of 
recognizing the PLO. Just one simple thing: "We acknowledge your 
right to exist." In international transactions, es in certain 
human transactions, certain rights aren't barterable, as Profes- 
sor Russell Kirk suggested. The right of ea nation to exist comes 
before all other considerations. We are being asked to consider 
as the legitimate government of four million people who have never 
in fact voted to authenticate that government--we are being esked 
to recognize as its government an organizetion known throughout 
the world, proud for its lapidary declarations that the state of 
Isreel shall not survive. If indeed there is some sacramental 
difference between talking to e state and recognizing it, then it 
fe that sacramental difference that we ere here to discuss. Because 
nobody denies that in fact we have conversations with Arafat. We 
have them in Austria, uuthorized under the circumstances. But it 
ie that recognition that makes a difference, and the moment we 
recognize, we put ourselvcs in the position of acknowledging, at 
. least as debatable, the survival of the state of Israel. Jesse 
- Jackson spoke rather philosophically end quoted my saying that the 
' guy who wine turns out to be recognized and before long he is 
invited to the Fourth of July celebrations. That's true. This 
_ ie the century in which we recognized Adolph Hitler and the cen- 
tury in which we recognized Stalin--people indeed who were worse 
' than the Niceraguans and Chileans thet Mr. Jackson sought for 
_. some reason to identify to the exclusion of others. We fought in 
the United Nations te recognize the legitimacy of Pol Pot. We 
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recognised the Bokassa end Idi Amin, but we recognised 
them because they were de facto governors of @ perticuler ter- 
ritory and we didn't have auch unity to go in a different 
direction, but now we do. In the case of the PLO we ask — 
one thing: grant us thet which makes peace possible in this 

area of the world. Don't come to us as though you have the 
credentials of a de facto government, because you don't. You 
are not a de facto government. Show us that really want to 
exchange the barter of diplomacy. Show us that you are not 
devoted to “Saturating Palestine with Jewish blood"-—-one of 
their terms, not my own. Prove to us that there have been the 
same kinds of change that we saw in Sadat, who went to Tel Aviv 
and bowed his head there end said in front of the people with 
whom he had fought, "I renounce my past." Yes, Mr. Jackson 
people can change. Sadat has changed. People can change, bue 
sometimes people don't change. And when people don't change, 
they are obstinate after the fashion of the Ayatullah, chen we 
simply increase our misery, increase our disadvantage, and 4 the 


course of doing so in the current instance, dishonor our 
word. (applause) 


MR. ROCHE: Thank Reverend -Jackson, Mr. Buckley, and ell cur 
participants. This concludes the debate on the recognition of 
the Palestine Liberation Organization. In keeping with che
